[Excerpts] [Question}] How does the Israeli aggression in Lebanon fit into 
the situation in the Middle East? What are the real motives that led the 
Zionists to take this step? 


[Answer] First of all it should be said that the Israeli nation is acting 

in a way worthy of the Nazis; our people, which has been subjected to many 
invasions during its history, has never had such a ruthless enemy. The Jews, 
who were subjected to Hitler's persecution, are using the same Nazi methods 
on us. 


This cannot and should not be underestimated; it is not a rash act, but a 
plan that has been under study and preparation for many years. This moment 
was chosen to carry it out because the United States gave the green light and 
armed the Israeli army with the most sophisticated weapons, which we Pales- 
tinians certainly do not have. 





Israel's pretext to justify the invasion--the need to respond to attacks 
against its representatives in London--is absolutely false. First, even 

Mrs Thatcher had to admit that the attackers were not Palestinians; second, 
it should be understood that this action had been planned for a long time; in 
fact, Israeli Minister of Defense Sharon went to the United States a few 
weers earlier for the express purpose of acquiring the weapons needed 

for this invasion. 


Furthermore, a long time ago, in an interview with the director of L'UNITA 

in lebanon, Arafat denounced the existence of this plan of extermination, but 
unfortunately no one listened to him. I do not know why he was not listened 
to; it certainly seems as though there were a plot on the part of those who 
provide information to keep the truth quiet. 


The Israelis have called this operation "Peace in Galilee" and say that its 
purpose is to guarantee the safety of its population in upper Galilee, but 














they forget that when we bombard their positions we do it to respond to the 
constant attacks made against us, with bombardings and raids, since July 
1978. We could not be passive in the face of these facts, and our responses 
have often been effective. 


With this operation now, they have tried to destroy us, to make the Pales- 
tinian people disappear. They don't even think of talking and negotiating 
with us, they want to eliminate us, partly so that Western public opinion 

and governments will not become sympathetic to our struggle, the struggle 

for our rights. We are fighting to have a country, our country, but the 
Palestinian people is also fighting for a principle that is considered valid 
all over the world: that of freedom and self-determination. Our struggle is 
the struggle of all oppressed peoples in the world. 


This is why not only the Zionists but above all the Americans are afraid of 
us, since they gave the green light to Begin and vetoed the ceasefire at the 
United Nations. Furthermore, the Camp David agreements, which the United 
States wanted, never mention the Palestinian problem; in cancelling us from 
the agreement they would like to cancel us from the world, too. 


[Question] But just what is the military situation inthe occupied zones? 
How much truth is there in the press campaign that tends presently to portray 
the PLO as crushed, destroyed by the invading Zionist forces? 


[Answer] When the Israelis crossed the border they were not alone, they were 
supported by the phalangists of Sadat Haddad. These phalangists are politic- 
ally on the Right, real fascists and racists, and have been trying to impose 
their own law on Lebanon for some time to direct the policy of that state to- 
wards the policy of the United States, to promote the implementation of the 
Camp David agreements. Already before the invasion, and thanks to the help 
and military supplies provided by the Israelis, these people controlled 

about 20 km of territory south of Lebanon. 


The help of these phalangists was decisive for the success of the invasion, 
which began when about 50,000 men crossed the border with 11 tank units (this 
means there were about 300 tanks in the field). 


All this was of course preceded by carpet bombing, by cannons, airplanes and 
ships, of the vital centers of the Resistence and the major refugee settle- 
ments. The purpose of these bombardments was to cause a mass flight of 
civilians, both Palestinian and Lebanese. Many bombardments were aimed at 
the vital centers of the Resistance, and some of them hit their targets hard. 


It was these facts that gave rise to rumors about the destruction of the PLO. 
But the facts demonstrate the contrary: the killing of an Israeli general 

and other officers in Sidon show the vitality of the Palestinian resistence. 
There is still fighting in the streets. Furhtermore, the scope of this struggle 
is shown by the fact that the Zionists had to send in reinforcements, with 

the result that up to yesterday (the interview was held on Saturday 12 June 
editor's note, there were 85,000 Israeli soldiers in Lebanon. Our people's 
resistence is truly heroic. We are less well equipped, our weapons cannot 
compare even remotely with those of the enemy. 














The PLO's position about the ceasefire imposed by Israel is that we definite- 

ly oppose it; this could not be otherwise. I still don't have the official 
news reports from Beirut, but it is certain that as long as Israeli forces 
remain in Lebanon there can be no truce, also because then we would have to 
fight against the phalangists, too, who Israel would like to curn over Lebanon's 
future to, and for us they are and have always been mortal enemies with whom 

it would be impossible to have any ceasefire. 


Sut | want to come back to the press campaign that tends to confirm the de- 
struction of the PLO. This newspaper headline you have before you says: 
"Arafat's PLO no longer exists" (LA REPUBBLICA 12 June). But, I repeat, this 
is false; Arafat's PLO can never be liquidated, because we are all the PLO, 
the whole Palestinian people is the PLO, the whole Palestinian people is the 
fedayeen. We shall never be able to abandon this cause. There has often 
been talk of Arafat's death, or wounds or sicknesses, but these reports were 
created to make our people lose faith; they have no real basis. 


These reports, this crusade against us, have merely knitted our ranks more 
closely andmade all the democratic and revolutionary Palestinian and Lebanese 
forces more united. The Palestinian people will never be able to abandon 

its cause; what you read these days about the destruction of our organiza- 
tions is absolutely false. The Palestinian Liberation Organization will 
exist as long as there is one Palestinian, as long as the problem exists for 
us of having a country, because we are fighting for a universal cause, the 
cause of the liberation of peoples. 





And what I am saying is valid not only for the cause of our people; I want 
to stress that beside us, with our same problems, there are democratic and 
progressive Lebanese who have always fought against the phalangist fascists 
who want to make Lebanon into another U.S. outpost for the full implementa- 
tion of the Camp David policy. 


The Lebanese people gave us hospitality after our battle in Jordan during 
black 3jeptember. The Lebanese have helped us not only morally but also 
materially and militarily. All progressive Lebanese forces have sided with 
us, and in these days, too, are fighting with us. So the PLO is not alone 
igiinst this invasion, and we should also remember the heroic commitment of 
the Lebanese people. 


Or ;e cie's resistence demonstrates once more its vitality, with the great 
affluence of Palestinians residing abroad who return to the Middle East to 
fight. There are so many volunteers now on the Syrian-Lebanese border we 
don't know what to do with them. 


[Q@uestion] What assistance is the PLO receiving, what countries support it? 
[Answer] First of ali, the PLO receives a great deal of assistance from the 


selif-taxation of Palestinian workers and of workers in other Arab countries. 
Assistance also comes from Arab governments and from progressive Westerners. 











Military assistance comes from the USSR and the socialist countries, but un- 
fortunatelywe have never been given offensive weapons; they are mainly 
personal weapons and old cannons and tanks. We have no airplanes, for example; 
many Palestinians would be able to pilot supersonic fighter airplanes. We 
have pilots, but the conditions we are fighting under prevent us from having 
an airport. 


In any case the nature of the war we are waging--guerrilla warfare--would 
preclude the use of more sophisticated weapons. Our comrades, trained for 
guerrilla warfare in refugee camps, do not need tanks or airplanes. At any 
rate, we have been able to capture some modern Israeli tanks recently, and 
we shall find ways of using them against their owners. 


The PLO is recognized diplomatically by 125 countries now, the latest of which 
is Greece, which recognized us after the socialist victory. This has made 

us very hopeful, and we hope other Western and Mediterranean countries will 
soon do likewise. 


[Question] Western governments, pushed by the United States, often tend 
to call you terrorists so as to avoid contacts with you. What can you say 
to us about this? 


[Answer] I prefer not to say anything, so as not to lend credence to false- 
hoods. I have already mentioned how these accusations were used in the case 
of Israeli aggression; now I would just like to make known the communique 
released by the Rome PLO office so as to rebut the accusations made by Savasta, 
a member of the Red Brigades, at the time of the trial about the killling of 
Moro. These accusations suggest collaboration between the PLO and the Red 
Brigades. The communique says: "the PLO once more strongly condemns--as it 
has repeatedly done--all forms of terrorism. It confirms its total and com- 
plete lack of ties with any terrorist group, in particular the Italian 
terrorists of the Red Brigades. The PLO is resolved to continue the struggle-- 
as it has done in the past--in cooperation with the competent bodies of the 
Italian government to shed full light on the facts. The PLO repeats its 
position and appeals to Italian public opinion to prevent the use of some 
general and ambiguous confessions designed to defame the struggle for the 
liberation of the Palestinian people and the PLO." 


These insinuations are not always put forward by official sources; there is 
also a more hidden mechanism for calling us terrorists. Let us take an 
example: two days ago, in a television news broadcast, the reporter mentioned 
the statement of an Italian-American senator who said that there were some 
Italian terrorists among the prisoners taken by the Zionists in a Palestinian 
refugee camp. This report is false, but it was never corrected or denied; the 
myth of Palestinian terrorists is thus created without anyone ever having 
Leen able to prove the ties (which are nonexistent) between the PLO and 
‘errorists. 


[Question] In these circumstances, what can be done to assist your struggle, 
to contribute to your cause, which, as you reightly point out, is not just 
yours, but also that of all free peoples in the world? 




















[Answer} i think the events in Lebanon make it necessary for every democrat 
to mobilize. 


The main type of aid we are asking for is political. We want the Italian 


government, too, to recognize the PLO as the representative of the Palestinian 


people. This is certainly the biggest help that could be given to us. 


We have always had the help of progressive Italian forces; there has been 
continuous moral support, with participation in many conferences and mani- 
festations. But unless our organizations are recognized, our field of 
action is very limited. 


At present, the human conditions of the Palestinian and Lebanese people 
call for a different kind of commitment, more practical, very urgent. We 
are in great need of medicines, plasma, and blood, above all. In this state 
of encirclement we are now in, any material help is welcome: medicines, 
food, blankets, surgical instruments. One urgent problem is that of feeding 
children; powdered milk is indispensable to keep them from going hungry.

Carpentry Enterprise Expanded 


The major development 
plan of the Afghan carp- 
entry is reconstruction of 
the factory, installation of 
its machinery and raising 
the output of the factory, 
an official of the Afghan 
carpentery enterprise told 
the Kabul New Times. 

Since the production of 
the factory is partly with 
the help of the machinery 
and partly through hand- 
work the production cap- 
acity of the factory can 
not be estimated quantit- 
ywise. But, the volume of 
the annual production ra- 
te of the enterprise is 
determinable monywise. 

Last year the enterprise 
produced articles worth 
Afs 117 million. It has _be- 
en estimates that this 
years Afs 112 million pr- 
oduction will be worth. 
The production is of high 
quality and matchless in 
Afghanistan, the official 
said. : 

The factory has 150 di- 
fferent kinds of machines 
and a number of auxilary 
equipment and tools like 
press machines, sawing 
machines, painting  sho- 
ps, steam production pla- 
nt, metal works and ‘repa- 
ir workshops, etc. 

The factory produces 
various kinds of furnitu- 
re, wooden handicrafts, 
doors, window frames 
bedsteads and a varieties 
of non-standard orders by 
individuals and_ different 
organisations. 





They are mainly furni- 
ture for residential quar- 
ters, liberaries, hotels, re- 
staurants and _ schools. 
The tailoring section is 
also active in the frame- 
work of the factory. 

The raw materials for 
the factory are imported 
from foreign countries. 
With its skilled and ex- 
perienced workers, the 
enterprise in the light of 
the lofty objectives of 
the Saur Revolution, has 
taken major steps in 
supply of the material ne- 
eded by the people and 
indefatigueably strives to 
better achieve its plan 
targets. 

The majority of its cl- 
ients are the various min- 
istries and organisations 


‘and some individuals. The 


volume of the orders in 
the factory is high. The 
products are sold inside 
the country, the source 
added. 

The enterprise began 
its activities with 600 
people and Afs 50 mill- 
ion annually. But fortu- 
nately, after the victory 
of the triumphant Saur 
Revolution, remarkable 
changes from prod- 
uction viewpoint and 
social services were 
introduced. And in 
the light of the direct in- 
structions of the Gover- 
nment, attempts were 
made so that on the. one 
hand production should- 
be boosted up and on the 














other measures were ad- 
opted for improving the 
working conditions and 
providing of better hea- 
Ith conditions and _fac- 
ilities like the literacy co- 


urses. As a result, in add- 
ition to raising of the 
output in the factory the 
number of workers in 
the Afghan Carpentry en- 
terprise has increased #0 
per cent, compared the 
pre-revolution years. 

This clearly manifests 
the good wishes of the 
Government in attract- 
ing ard employing of the 
unemploye and engaging 
them in fruitful produc- 
tion activities, 

After the Saur Revolu- 
tion, particularly, its 


new and evolutionary ph- 
ase, constructive measu- 
res were also adopted tor 
improvement of the socio- 
economic conditions and 
the health conditons of 
the factory’s workers. The 
fooa allowance of the wo- 
tkers was raised 50 _— per 
cent and the canteen of 
the factory was equipped. 
The workers now’ enjoy 
the same facilities as _ot- 
ner Government employ- 
ees receiving 56 kgs flo- 
ur every month through 
subsidy coupons and th- 
eir salaries were raised. 
Health insurance schem- 
es were opened for the 
workers according to the 
decision of the Politburo 
of the People’s Democra- 


tic Party of Afghanistan, 
the official said. 

In keeping with the co- 
llective contracts conclu- 
ded between the manag- 
ment and the _ primary 
party organisation of the 
enterprise, the workers 
of the factory enjoy the 
facilities -of the training 
courses and recreationa] 
centres being provided by 
the Government and_ the 
the trade union bodies of 
friendly countries. So 
far, a large number Mt 
workers of the Afghan 
carpentry enterprise ha- 
ve enjoyed these facilit- 
ies. The deserving work- 
ers also receive consum- 
er goods assistant of the 
friendly countries, the 
offical concluded. 





Gains in Consumer Goods

The Friendship Commer- 
cial Assistance Institute has 
earned as much as Afs 
256,931,000 from the con- 
sumer goods sale preceeds 
during the last Afghan year, 


Mohammad Ajab Atrafi, 
president of the _ institute, 
disclosed in an interview 
with the Kabul New — Ti- 


mes. 


The institute has been 
established in the month 
of Saur 1359 (April 1980). 
The institute was instruc- 
ted to receive the consum- 
er goods assistance worth 
one hundred million roubl- 
es as grant-in-aid from the 
friendly Soviet Union to 
the DRA. In accordance 
with the directive of the 
economic . commission of 


the PDPA CC. it is to dist- 
ribute the goods free of 
cost to deserving toiling 
people in the capital and 
the provinces. 


The institute, from the 
time of its establishment, 
functions as a state enter- 
prise and the area of its 
activity is primarily recei: 
ving, storing, and _ free 
distribution of the  consu- 
mer goods assistance to the 
needy people. From _ the 
100 million rouble  consu- 


‘mer and foodstuff  grant- 


in-aid of the Soviet Union 
to the DRA. Afghanistan, 
95 per cent has already been 
received and the remainder 
has arrived at the  Hairat- 
an and Sherkhan ports and 
are being transported. 








Out of this amount of 
consumer goods from the 
Soviet Union, goods worth 
40 million. roubles has al- 
ready been distributed free 
of charge to the poor peo- 
ple in the capital, as well 
as in the provinces. 


Some of the consumer 
goods have also been sold 
to the people at reasonable 
prices. The money so ear- 
ned_ was utilised in financ- 
ing administrative, forw- 
rding and _ transportation 
9sts of the remaining aid 
goods, the president of the 
institute added. 


Answering a question he 
said, the institute, at the 
same time, carries on com- 
merrial and trade activities. 
During last year, the ins- 








titute imported commercial 
goods worth $2,700,000. 


In addition, last year, the 
institute, for the purpose 
of meeting the  requirem- 
ents and needs of the _in- 
habitants of the northern 
and north-western provin- 
ces, and in an effort to 
export surplus produce and 
handicrafts from these pr- 
ovinces, has. signed ex- 
port-import contracts wor- 
th $4,209,230 with the Ta- 
jikistan and Uzbekistan Re- 
publics of the Soviet Un- 
ion. 


On the basis of these con- 
tracts, exchange of goods 
have already begun from 
the nearest river ports. A 
similar contract has _ also 
been signed,with the auth- 
orities of the Turkmenist- 
an Republic of the Soviet 
Union recently. The total 
value of this contract has 
been $993,670 and the ex- 
change of goods will soon 


begin from the  Torghundi 
port. 
Elaborating further, the 


president stressed that the 
institute has so far been 
able to open 25 consumer 

goods outlets on commiss- 
ion basis and one state-run 
store in Kabul itself. Ano- 
ther store in the Charekar 
city of Parwan province is 
selling consumer goods at 
a commission. The _ goods 
sold at the consumer goods 
Stores of this institute inc- 
lude footwears, clothes, 


household materials, uten- 





sils, kitchen utensils, wat- 
ches, cameras, bicycles, wa- 
shing soaps and other arti- 
cles. 


It should be noted that 
the main purpose of the 
activities of the institute is 
sincere service and _stren- 
gthening of the economy 
of this country, as well as 
procurement of _ essential 
goods to meet the require- 
ments of the people at rea- 
sonable prices. Therefore, 
provision of consumer goods 
procured by this _ institute 
on one hand greatly hel- 
ps the people raise their 
standards of living, and on 
the other hand is instru- 
mental in lowering’ the 
prices of similar goods in 
the market. At the same 
time, it helps the _ stability 
of the consumer goods 
prices in the markets of 
the country. This way, this 
institute also renders ser- 
vice in safeguarding’ the 
interests of nation’s consu- 
mers. 

The consumer’ goods 
are being procured by the 
institute from barter zones 
and free trade area, keep- 
ing in mind their cost pri- 
ces. Market’ evaluation is 
being specified by the com- 
mercial commission of the 
Commerce Ministry. 


Prime necessary goods, 
needed by people, are _ sold 
with a meagre profit added 
to the actual cost price. 
In addition, last year ar- 
ound 35 items of consumcr 
goods have also been sold 








to consumers on a retail 
basis through the stores of 
this institute. 

& 

The consumer  coopera- 
tives stores, the trade un- 
ion canteens, the state of- 
ficials and wag-earners co- 
operatives, the armed and 
security forces and _ state 
information services coop- 
eratives, and _ individual 
shopkeepers. A _ net profit 
of around Afs 8,000,000 was 
made from these sales. 


Disclosing the develop- 
mental plans of the _ insti- 
tute, Atrafi said, the plans 
of the institute envisages 
increase in the import-ex- 
port of consumer goods, es- 
tablishment of a number of 
retail sale stores for such 
goods in the provinces and 
training of sufficient num- 
ber of professional and te- 
chnical cadres to handle the 
sales. and distribution of 
aid. 

The plan also include co- 
nstruction of the main com- 
mercial centre for housing 
the consumers’ cooperativ- 
es whcih will include ad- 
ministrative offices, stor- 
ing facilities, and other ne- 
cessary attachments, eq- 
uipped with modern § faci- 
lities. This will be accom- 
plished with cooperation of 
the central union of  con- 
sumer cooperatives . of the 
Soviet Union. The const- 
ruction of the establishm- 
ent, which will be built on 
an area of 52 jeribs of land 
in ‘the Pulecharkhi area, 
will start soon. 

















More Poultry Output

The _ nation.. democratic 
Government of the DRA 
has undertc*-en wide-scale 
and all-round development 
plans aimed at the raising 
the level of food produc- 
tion, which includes imp- 
roving the existing meth- 
ods used in the field. This 
pian also envisages expan- 
sion and improvemert of 
the chicken-rearing proj- 
ects for the purpose of 
higher egg and meat yields. 


The overall development 


plan of the Government 
consists of: raising the 
Jevel of agricultural pro- 


duction. improving the 
living standards of  peas- 
ants, producing improved 
varieties of animals, and 
birds. improving forestry 
and raising the level of 
fruit production, and other 
vital foodstuffs items wh- 
ich are most useful in 
raising the living  stan- 
dards of the producers as 
well as boosting the na- 
tional economy as a whole. 
Development, and expans- 
ion of the Bagrami Chick- 
en Production Farm and 
removal of its shortcom- 
ing comprise an import- 
ant programme of the Gov- 
ernment. 


Stating this in an inter- 


view with the Kabul New 
Times, an official of the 
animal husbandry depart- 
ment of the Agriculture and 
Land Reforms Ministry 
said: “The Bagrami Poul- 
try Earm, has the capacity 
for rearing as many as 

6,000 egg and meat-prod- 
uction chicken, which are 


of four different varieties. 
The results obtained’ so 
far are encouraging. But, 
it should noted that there 
is still greater scope for its 
further expansion and im- 
provement in order to get 
desirable results and_ raise 
production”. 


In an effort to achieve 
this, the farm management 
has this year procured a 
sufficient nuraber of imp- 
roved varieties of  chick- 
ens for rearing in the farm 
itself and a number of th- 
em were sold to individuals 
interested in raising chick- 
en in their home farms. 
“This will naturally have 
a positive impact on incr- 
easing the production of 
chicken in the farm = and 
will increase the improved 
variety of chicken in ¢e- 
neral in the country”, he 
said. 

In recent years, many pe- 
ople have set up private 
chicken farms in and aro- 
und the capital. The ani- 
mal husbandry departm- 
ent of the Agriculture and 
Land Reforms Ministry, 
has found that 44 poultry 
farms now function in the 
city. 

The department, which 
guides, promotes and helps 
such farms, has adopted 
some constructive measu- 
res for helping the poultry 
farm-owners so that encou- 
raging results are obtained. 
This department has_ des- 
patched its technical per- 
sonnel to provide necess- 
ary technical advice to the 
farm-owners in such mat- 
ters as nutrition. 
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The services provided by 
the department were most 
useful and instrumental in 
encouraging the public to 
promote such farms in the 
private sector. The dep- 
artment has at the same 
time encouraged the _—ipeo- 
ple to buy an improved var- 
iety of chicken at a price of 


Afs 20 from the Bagrami 
farm. 
This farm has adopted 


measures to increase’ the 
number of its chicken for 


distribution among the in- 
terested buyers at reason- 
able prices. Now they can 
obtain their needed  chick- 
en directly from the farm. 


The’ technical personnel 
at the farm can _ provide 
people with the required 


technical advice. The inte- 
rested individuals can ob- 
tain up to 300 chicken at 
a time. Because of their 
extension responsibilities, 
the personnel survey the 
private farms and study 
their economic feasibility.

Better Power Supply

“A total of 47 kms of ov- 
erhead as well as 14 kms 
of underground, 400-volt 
electric cables have been 
extended and installed in 
different parts of the city 
for rectifying the power 
networks and for distribu- 
tion of power to new subs- 
cribers by the Kabul elec- 
tricity board last year”, 
Eng Abdul Satar Safi, pre- 
sident of the Kabul electri- 
city board, told the Kabul 
New Times recently. 

Users of electricity inc- 
lude varfous Government 
departments, state run fa- 
ctories and: privates ones, 
who are supplied, mainly 
from the Naghloo, Mahi- 
per and Sarobi_ hydro-elec- 
tric power stations and the 
gas turbine plant. The ele- 
ctricity from these plants 
is transferred by 110 kv 
and three major 110.15 kv 
sub-stations and later by 
15.04 kv transformer _stati- 
ons to the consumers. 
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Major consumers of po- 
wer in Kabul are the ordi- 
nary subscribers. 

Power consumption _ is 
higher than the consump- 
tion by the state departm - 
ents and for domestic pur- 
poses and other industrial 
organisations, Eng Safi said. 


Since the number of the 
newly-built residential hou- 
ses are on the increase in 
and outside the urban areas, 
the demand for power is 
also extraordinarily high. 
To better regulate present 
supply in networks, the 
Kabul electricity board as- 
signed a commission for dis- 
tribution of electric in the 
city. 


The commission looks af- 
ter the distribution concer- 
ned with due consideration 
for the technical problems 
that arise. The board tries 
its utmost to provide furth- 
er facilities for its clients. 




















A transformer able to 
feed 200 houses is now su- 
pplying 400 houses causing 
severe voltage reduction. 

Therefore, the Kabul ele- 
ctricity board has envisaged 
projects for rectification of 
the problems and __ solving 
the problem of low voltage.

The technical staff of 
the bank checks and exam- 
ins carefully and scientific- 
ally the health conditions of 
the donors. Then blood is 
taken from them. By util- 
ising this procedure, any- 
one from 18 to 65 years of 
age can donate blood regu- 
larly at an interval of eight 
to 12 weeks. This does not 
injure the health of the do- 
nors. 

Strict health standards 
are maintained by the blood 
bank staff when receiving 
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bleod from donors. A donor 
must be 18, with a good ge- 
neral health and must not 
have hemoglobine content 
lower than 12.8 grams. Pe- 
ople who have had_ malar- 
ia, typhus, chlorsosis and 
other diseases and_ those 
whose weight less than 55 
kgs cannot donate blood. 

“In addition to the  dist- 
ribution of 1,997.2 litres of 
blood to patients, the bank 
also examined a total of 
35,843 blood sample last 
year’, the official pointed 
out. 

The bank has’ donated 
7,299 blood bottles with the

FOREIGN JOURNALISTS SUBJECTED TO SEVERE RESTRICTIONS 
Paris LE MONDE in French 30 Jul 82 p 26

[Text] As the authors of report state: "The purpose of the mission was to 
bear witness honestly to all that would be seen, and nothing more"--without 
preconceptions or prejudices. Time was not allowed to see the big picture, 
despite the agreements made beforehand with the foreign affairs official, the 
actual brother of the chief of staff. These agreements stipulated that if the 
principle of "objectivity" were respected, then the journalists would have 
liberty to circulate very widely as well as have a choice of areas they could 
visit. 


Taking pictures was obstructed from the first moment they became interested in 
the situation of the Soviets on the streets of Kabul. It was hard from them 

to accomplish their work properly since representatives of the government pre- 
vented the least mention and smallest bit of film referring to the presence 

of the Soviet "colleagues" in the country, although they were everywhere. 

Could such prohibitions have been foreseen? Jean-Louis Normand, one of the two 
reporters, knew so before he left since he said: "I was never really optimistic 
about the matter of reporting, contrary to the opinion of Mohammad Elkama who 
thought he could work under acceptable conditions despite everything." 


From day to day and without explanations, trips into the interior of the 
country were cancelled, interviews refused, and newsmen were prevented from 
leaving town. A few days later, the team learned of its expulsion. 


At the airport, Jean-Louis Normand relates: "We were searched for an hour and 
a half, ourselves bodily as well as our luggage. And they confiscated all our 
films and other material despite the presence of representatives of the French 
Embassy." 


The luggage and reels were not recovered until several months afterward, and the 
most meaningful parts of the contents had been cut out of the films, whether 
exposed or mounted. The results were: “censored reporting" which resembles 

a tourist folder or sanitized photos of Kabul and Jalalabad. The members of 

the team were asking themselves the question whether it would really be inter- 
esting to present this type of document, and told us: "We have chosen a 











different approach: Our reporting, being what it is, is very limited. But, 
all the same, we have something to say. We were able to film part of the 
economic and religious life of the country, and mainly bear witness to what 
we were able to see of the economic and military presence of the Soviets, in- 


cluding the fact that most of the Soviet civilian advisers were armed, even. 
though we do not have any filmed evidence."

The Law of the _ rights 
and privileges of the wou- 
nded, the disabled and the 
survivors of the martyrs of 
Saur Revolution: 


CHAPTER 1 


General Provisions 

Section 1: This law 
has been formulated in or- 
der to organize and ensure 
the rights and privileges of 
persons who have _iobeen 
wounded or disabled dur- 
ing the course of defence 
of the Saur Revolution and 
of the survivors of persons 
who have been martyred 
on this path. 

Section 2: The _ per- 
sons mentioned in section 1] 
of this law’ will _ benefit 
from the rights and privi- 
leges mentioned in _ this 
law in the following cases: 

—Battle with the enemies 
of the revolution, 
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—Performance of duty 
in the Armed Forces (Ar- 
my, Air Force, Air Defence. 
Border Forces, Forces of 
the Ministry of Interior, the 
forces of the general pre- 
sidency of the State Infor- 
mation Services and the 
Labour Corps. 

—Performance of party. 
state or social duties, 

—In case of a person be- 
coming victim of terror be- 
cause of his/her perform- 
ance of party. state or 
social duties for the safe- 
guard of the gains of Saur 
Revolution. 


CHAPTER 2 


The rights and privileges 
of the wounded and disa- 
bled person 


Section 3: Medical trea- 


‘tment to wounded and dis- 


abled persons will be _pro- 
vided free of cost. 

Section 4: The persons 
who become wounded _ will 
be paid their monthly sa- 
lary during the period of 
their treatment in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

1. For a person who is 
officially employed in so- 














cial and party organisati- 

ons and institutions, state 
and mixed departments and 
enterprises the last drawn 
sdlury ol his actual rank 
Or grade tegardiess of his 
periwd of service and for 
4 person who does _ not 

have rank or grade but a 
fixed salary, the last drawn 
monthly salary. 

2. For the personnel of 
private organisations,  inc- 
luding workers and emp- 
loyees, an amount equiva- 
lent to the salary of state 
employees in the  corresp- 
onding grade, class and 
rank irrespective of tenure 
ol service. 

5. For persons who have 
no fixed salary, Afs 2,000 
per month. 

4. For the soldiers and 
non-commissioned officers 
of the military units, fin- 
ancial and material pro- 
visions will be determined 
under section 20 of the Law 
on the General Obligation 
tor Military Service by the 
Council of Ministers. 

9. To the soidiers and 
non-commissioned officers 
of a unit who remain in 
military service after the 
cxpiry of stipulated period, 
their salary as fixed under 
section 18 of the Law on 
General Obligation for Mi- 
litary Service will be paid. 

G. For soldiers and non-co- 
mmissioned officers of the 
units who have joined the 
military service under the 
decision of the Council of 
Ministers of the DRA con- 
cerning the draft and par- 
tial recall of soldicrs and 
non-commissioned officers, 
‘heir fixed monthly — salary. 


7. For the junior comm- 
issioned officers who are 
graduates of the military 
schools, commissioned of- 
ficers and generals, their 
last drawn monthly salary 
of their rank and post. 

8. For the groups of the 
defenders of revolution, so- 
Idiers of revolution, and 
volunteer workers in the 
organs and units of the Mi- 
nistry of Interior and other 
organisations of defence of 
revolution, their fixed mo- 
nthly salary. 

Section 5: 

1. Persons who are  dis- 
abled as a result of injury 
will receive their monthly 
salary as the rights of dis- 
ability with effect from 
the date of confirmation of 
their disability till they 
acquire capability to work 
under section 4 of this law. 
Soldiers and non-commiss- 
ioned officers of the units 
will be entitled, depending 
on their circumstances, to 
disability salary under 
clauses 1, 2 and 3 of sec- 
tion 4 of this law. 

2. Persons who lose com- 
pletely their capacity to 
work as a result of disabi- 
lity will be paid, with eff- 
ect from confirmation of 
their disability, their disa- 
bility rights in form of re- 
tirement pensions. 

Section 6: Persons who 
partially lose their ability 
to work as a result of injury 
will be posted to an appro- 
priate job by the general 
presidency of works and so- 
cial security of the coun- 
cil of Ministers of the 
DRA in accordance with the 
certificate of the health 
team of the Ministry of 
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Public Health or Ministry 
of Defence. 

The monthly salary of 
such persons during the 
period of their partial dis- 
ability and till the  recov- 
cry of complete work ability 
shall not be less than the 
salary paid to them during 
the period of their medical 
treatment. 

Section 7: The wounded 
persons who have recovered 
and who do not have an of- 
ficial job and the disabled 
who have recovered their 
ability to work will be ap- 
pointed by the General Pr- 
esidencye of Work and So- 


cial Security to an appro- 


priate job in accord with 
their education and capabil- 
ity to work. 

Section 8: 


1. The persons mention- 
ed in section 7 of this law 
will receive, till they are 
appointed to a job, the rig- 
hts of their injury or dis- 
ability. 

2. If the persons menti- 
oned in clause | of this sec- 
lion fail to perform without 
a valid reason, the duty to 
which they are posted by 
the General Presidency of 
Work and Social Security 
the salary paid to them for 
injury or disability will be 
discontinued. 

Section 9: In case the 
wounded or the disabled 
has an official employm- 
ent, his period of treatm- 
ent will be reckoned to be 
part of his tenure of  ser- 
vice and similarly for the 
wounded soldiers the period 
of their treatment will be 
reckoned as being part of 
their military service per- 
iod.

Section 16: The verifica- 
tion of the succession of 
survivors of the martyrs will 
be made on the basis of 
official documents. 

Section 17: If at the ti- 
me of the martyrdom of a 
person, his wife be preg- 
nant, the child so born of 
her will be included in the 
number of survivors and 
the pension salary will be 
equally distributed amon- 
gst all the survivors. 

Section 18: The survivo- 
rs who are entitled to pen- 
sion benefits from more th- 
an one source can reccive 
all these benefits. 

Section 19: In the  fol- 
lowing cases payment of pe- 
nsions to the survivors of 
the martyrs will be discon- 
tinued: 

1. In cases mentioned in 

section 11 of this law. 

2. In case the son and/or 
brother of the martyr com- 
plete eighteen years of age 
or complete education, or 
recover from. sickness or. is 
demobbed from the com- 
pulsory military service or 
opts for extension of mi- 
litary service. 


3. In case the wife, daugh- 
ter or sister of the martyr 
enters into marriage, the 
share which under the pr 
ovisions of the above clau- 
se is discontinued will not 

















be added to the share of pe- 
nsions of others. 

The decision to stop pay- 
ment of the pension salzry 
will be taken by concerned 
competent authorities. 

Section 20: The persons 
who have become disabled 
or martyred because of th- 
eir heroic acts and conse- 
quently have received an 
order or.a medal can en- 
joy themselves and, in ca- 
se of martyrs, their survi- 
vors can enjoy collecti- 
vely the benefits of one co- 
upon for the state emplo- 
yees. 

CHAPTER IV 


Verification of martyrd- 
om, disability and jnjury. 

Section 21: The certific- 
ate for the injury or martyr- 
dom of persons during the 
defence of revolution 
will be issued by the follo- 
wing authorities: 

—For the personnel of 
the armed forces by the co- 
mmandant of the units and 
the heads of the armed for- 
ces institutions after the 


cadorsement by the  high- 
est concerned authority * in 
the organs of the armed for- 
ces, 

—For the defenders of re- 
volution, officials, members 
and sympathizers of the 
PDPA by the concerned Pa- 
rty Committees and Pr- 





ovincial Committees’ with 
the endorsement of the Ce- 
ntral Committee of the 
PDPA. 

—For the officials and me- 
mbers of the social organis- 
ations, by the leading body 
of the respective organisa- 
tions, and the _ provincial 
party committee with the 
endorsement of the Central 
Committee of the PDPA. 


—For the workers, emp- 
loyees and contract emp- 
loyees of the departments, 
enterprises and institutions, 
by the concerned primary 
organisation, with the end- 
orsement of the provincial 
party committee and _ the 
concerned Minister. 

Section 22: 

1. The responsible  per- 
sons of the organs menti- 
oned in Section 21 of this 
law shall issue the certific- 
ate after careful exami- 
nation of the circumstances 
of injury or martyrdom of 
the concerned persons. 

2. The certificate to the 
effect of a person having 
been wounded or martyred 
as a result of terror will be 
issued after the verification 
by the organs of detection 
and crime investigation. 

Section 23: The docum- 
ent verifying the martyrdom 
of a person, who succumbs 
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to his wounds in medical 
institutions, will be issued 
by the following authorit- 
ies: 

—For persons who before 
reaching a hospital are ma- 
rtyred on the way as a re- 
sult of having been wound- 
ed by attack or terror of 
the enemy, by the empow- 
ered authorities or by the 
nearest party and state au- 
thor4y around the place of 
incident. 

—For the officials of ar- 
med forces and  pers- 
ons who are under trea- 
tment at the Armed Forces 
hospitals, by the Medical 
Commission of the  respe- 
ctive hospital with the en- 
dorsement of the Depart- 
ment Therapetical Medicine 
of the Ministry of Public 
Health. 

—In case of there being 
no medical commission at 
a hospital, by the authority 
conducting medical _treat- 
ment and the concerned pr- 
ovincial party committee. 


Section 24: The _ verific- 
ation of disability in cases 
where a person loses his 
capacity to work partially 
or wholly for a long time 
will be made by the Medi- 
cal Commission and endor- 
sed by the Ministry of Pu- 
blic Health and the Minis- 
try of Defence. 
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Section 29: 

1. The disabled persons 
who have lost their capa- 
city to work for a long per- 
iod and are receiving the 
disability salary are obliged 
to undergo medical examin- 
ation during the period fi- 
xed by the Medical Com- 
mission. 

2. The disabled persons 
who have completely lost| 
their ability to work and 
for whom the disability sa- 
lary has been fixed as being 
their pension will not have 
to undergo subsequent me- 
dical examination. 

Section 26: If the disab- 
led person does not report 
for medical examination 
before the medical commis- 
sion within the stipulated 
period, his disability bene- 
fits will be suspended till 
the day when he presents 
himself for medical exam- 
ination. 

Section 27: The certifi- 
cate of injury will be iss- 
ued by the Medical Comm- 
ission of the hospital where 
the wounded person is be- 
ing treated. 

In case of there being 
no medical commission the 
authority responsible for tr- 
eatment will issue the cer- 
tificate of injury with the 
endorsement of the concer- 
ned party committee.

CHAPTER 6 


Section 31: 

The Rights of the Survi- 
vors of the last and kidna- 
pped persons. 

1. If person who, 
during the course of 
battle with the enemies of - 
revolution, during perform- 
ance of duty in the Arm- 
ed Fsrces and other organi- 
sations for the defence of 
during 
the performance of party, 
State or social duties is 
lost without trace or is kid- 
napped, the salary of his 
actual grade or rank will 
be paid, after completion 
of enquiry, to the surviv- 
ors whose livelihood dep- 
ended on the said person, 
for a period of one year fr- 
om the date of his disapp- 
earance or having been kid- 
napped. 

In case of the said person 
having no fixed salary or 
a salary less than’ two th- 
ousand Afghanis per mon- 
th, the survivors of the said 
person will be paid two th- 
ousand Afghanis per month. 

2. Whereas the life or 
death of the person § men- 
tioned in Clause 1 of this 
section may not be verified 
during one year from the 
date of his disappearance, 
the said person will be con- 
sidered, at the end of one 
year, as retired and his pe- 
nsion salary will be paid 
according to the relevant 
laws to his survivors. 

3. Whereas during the 
period of one year from 
his disappearance or later 

















it is proved that the said 
person has been martyred, 
the survivors of the said pe- 
rson will be entitled to wh- 
at is provided for in such 
case in this law from the 
date of the’ verification of 
his martyrdom. 


Whereas it is proved that 
the person is alive, and is 
captive or disabled, his sur- 
vivors will be entitled from 
the date of verification of 
such eventuality till his 
rlease or recovery from his 
disability, to the benefits 
laid down in Clause 1 of th- 
is section, or to the disabi- 
lity salary laid down in this 
law. 

4. Whereas it is proved 
that the said person has 
joined the ranks of the co- 
unter-revolution or has 
disappeared deliberately, 
the benefits which are be- 
ing paid under the provis- 
ions of this law to his sur- 
vivors will be discontinued. 

Section’ 32: The investi- 
gations under Section 31 
of this law will be con- 
ducted through the _ concer- 
ned organs of the General 
Department of the State 
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Information Services and, 


| in case of the Armed For- 


ces personnel, through the 


‘concerned organs of the 


Armed Forces and the Ge- 
neral. Department of the St- 
ate Information Services 
and after the endorsement 
of the competent  authori- 
ties of the above organs 
the certificate of the dis- 
appearance without trace 
or having been kidnapped. 
Section 33: The salaries, 
to which the survivors the 
person who has disppeared 
or been kidnapped are en- 
titled to, will be paid by

- CHAPTER 7 


Miscellaneous Provisions 
Section 34: The fixation 
of appropriate jobs for per- 
sons who as a result of in-

the disabled after the rec- 
overy of their ability to 
work will be done by the 


General Department — of 
Work and Social Security 
with the cooperation of 
the Ministry of Public He- 
alth and the Central Council 
the Trade Unions of _ the 
DRA. 

Section 35: The types 
and conditions of medical 
privileges for the persons, 
who as a result of injury 
have Become disabled, will 
be governed through a sp- 
ecial regulation.

The contract on the con- 
struction work of this pro- 
ject, at an cstimated cost of 
Afs 90 million, was signed 
with the Transport Minis- 
try at the end of 1360 HS. 
(1981). 

The preliminary work 
related to this project, na- 
mely the levelling of the 
project site, is being  car- 
ried out by the general de- 
partment of roads and air- 
port construction of the 
Public Works Ministry. 

The construction will 
start as soon as the area 
is levelled, it is possibly so- 
me time this year. 

The project is expected 
to be completed and ready 
for use by the end of the 
1362 H.S. (beginning of 
1984). 

27. Project of buildings 
for the State Information 
Services in Nangarhar: 

The contract on the con- 
struction work of this pro- 
ject, at an estimated cost 
of Afs 850 million, was si- 
gned with the general de- 
partment of information se- 
rvices at the end of 1360 
H:S. (beginning of 
1982). The  constructi- 
on of this very large  pro- 
ject is expected to begin 
in the first half of 1361 
H.S. (1982) and will be co- 
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mpleted and ready for use 
in seven years. 

The BCU was faced with 
a number of _ difficulties in 
1360 H.S. (1981) such as 
the shortage of circulatory 
capital, certain local con- 
ditions with regard to a 
number of projects, the pro- 
blem of transport of the 
necessary materials and eq- 
uipments from the capital 
to the project sites, the sh- 
ortage of equipments and 
machineries, non-completi- 
on of plans, maps and 
technical blueprints with 
regard to a number of pro- 
jects as well as the shorta- 
ge and lack of local build- 
ing materials, shortage of 
skilled workers and unskill- 
ed workers and many oth- 
er problems. 

But, still, the department 
could manage to fulfill the 
construction of the projects 
undertaken due to the in- 
defatiguable efforts and 
work of its personnel. 


TO BE SOLVED 


It is hoped that all these 
problems and shortcomings 
are solved soon with’ the 
due care of the authoritati- 
ve bodies and _s responsible 
organs and that the BCU 
would be able to take a 
more valuable part in the 
economic activities of the 
state in the area of const- 
ruction and rebuilding of 
the country.

of Housing 


This department, in acc- 
ord with the fundamental 
guidelines regarding rev- 
olutionary duties, was able, 
after the victory of the 
glorious Saur Revolution 
and its new evolutionary 
phase, not only to comple- 
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te its work in the first sta- 
ge of its development wh- 
ich includes equipment of 
the organisation with buil- 
ding machines, technical 
cadres, and administrative 
staff, but also was active in 
1560 ILS. in three building 
projects. 

It was expected to com- 
plete the first stage of its 
work in a period of five to 
10 years but, thanks to the 
care and guidance of _ the 
party and the state, _ this 
was accomplished in _ less 
than two years. 

Department of housing 
cooperative took part in 
the following building pro- 
jects in 1360. 

1. Sra Mena Project sit- 
uated in the third section of 
Khair Khana: 

This project includes 384 
apartments. Of these 216 
are complete and being 
occupied by deserving fam- 
ilies. 

The remaining 144 apar- 
tments are also completed 
but have not been distribu- 
ted so far. 

2. Cooperative residenti- 
al project situated in the 
third section of Karta Par- 
wan: 

This project consists of 
1,500 apartments and 10 
garages. Of these, the work 
on 14 blocks including 220 
apartments and 10 garages 
is continuing. 

So far, 15 apartments are 
complete and used by the 
central offices of the hous- 
ing cooperative department 


and the head of the _pro- 
ject temporarily. 
In 132 apartments, the 


decoration work, extension 
of electricity and water- 
pipes, bathrooms and oth- 
ers are continuing. The 10 
garages are complete. 
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In accordance with the 
current year’s developm- 
ent plans drawn ups by 
the Agriculture and La- 
nd Reforms Ministry, 
two animal breeding, mi- 
lking and meat product- 
ion farms, with 500 to 
3,000 cows, will be estab- 
lished at the Rishkhoor 
area and in Baghlan pro- 
vince. 

Development of anim- 
al husbandry, which ta- 
ke place along with  pr- 
ogress in other agricu!t- 
ural fields, is important 
aim of the ministry’s dev- 
elopment activities in the 
country. This principle 
has been observed more 
strictly, after the  victo- 
ry of the Saur Revolut- 
ion, particularly its new 
evolutionary phase. The 
Agriculture and Land 
Reforms Ministry gives 
more attention now to 
raising agricultural pro- 
duction, strengthening of 
economic position of the 
peasants, dissemination 
of improved variety ot 
seeds and animals, and 
provision of other agric- 


ultural tools and other 
equipment to the peasa- 
nts, 

In an interview witn 
Kabul New Times, an 
official of the animal 
husbandty department of 
the Agriculture and Li- 
nd Reform Ministry said, 
“Since the majority of 
the population of our co- 
untry is engaged in agri- 
culture and animal husb- 
andry, and, they earn th- 
eir living through farm 
produce, the upgrading 
and raising of agricultural 
output plays an importa- 
nt role in strengthening 
of the state’s economy. 
Therefore, the Govern- 
ment of the DRA, has 
given more attention -to- 
wards improving and de- 
velopment of agricultural 
and animal husbandry in 
the country.” 

‘The Animal Husbandry 
Department, is an indepe- 
ndent organ in the fram- 
ework of the Agriculture 
and Land Reforms Mini- 
stry. 
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OBJECTIVES 


In 1358, H.S. the dep- 
artment began its dev- 
elopment plans aimed at 
boosting and improving 
animal husbandary. The 
main objective behind 
this development activi- 
ty was to offer better and 
useful services including 
provision of necessary eq- 
uipments and_ technical 
advice to the cattle-breed- 
ers throughout the coun- 
try for the purpose of in- 
creasing superior animal 
breeds and raising their 
production capacity. 


As part of these efforts 
of the department, last 
year, the Benihissar an- 
imal husbandly farm, 
which is one of the most 
productive animal husb- 
andry farms of the depa- 
rtment was provided wi- 
th 2,000 solid sperm of 
the superior variety of 
Friez and Brown Swiss 
bulls. The farm was aiso 
provided with other ne- 
cessary equipments thr- 
ough an United Nations’ 
grant. These aids were 





provided by New Zeal- 
and, Switzerland and 
Finland. 


Meanwhile, 8,200 doses 
of solid sperms were pro- 
vided by Yugoslavia to 
the artificial insemination 
section of the departme- 
nt. These will be utilised in 
the Benihissar farm 
and other such farms of 
the department for artifi- 
cial insemination of ani- 
mals _ there. 

Such procedures have gi- 
ven good results earlier. 

In the Benihissar farm, 
there are stud bulls and co- 
ws of the Brown Swiss 
and Friez. These anima- 
Is are very suitable to 
climatic condition in 
Afghanistan. They are 
therefore being used for 


breeding in many farms in | 


the country. At present 


300 of them arein the. 


Benihissar farm. Out of 


this, 112 are adult females 
and rest are from oneday 
old to two and half years old - 
calves. A great number of © 
these cows are given to. 
the cattle breeders of 


the country for insemin- 


ation. 


From the beginning of 


1360, till the end of Jauza . 


of 1361, a great number 
of these superior variety 
of cows were also given 
~way as prizes to the co- 
untry’s cattle-breeders. 
This has encouraged them 
to pay more attention to- 
wards breeding superior 
cattles in their private 
farms. 


EXCHANGE 


During the same _per- 
iod, 32 superior cows we- 
re also exchanged 
between the agric- 
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ulture husbandry depart- 
ment and cattle-breaders. 
The total cost of these co- 


ws were Afs 241,764. 


The Benihissar farm, 
established to improve 
animal husbandary in the 
country, also produces 
milk. Since at _— present, 
the farm lacks the nee- 
ded machinery for proces- 
sing diary products, the 
milk produced at this fa- 
rm is being sent to the 
Guzargah diary plant, 
where it is being proces- 
sed and then distributed 
to public institutions, ho- 
spitals, kindergartens, sc- 
hools and other organis- 
ations. 


The Benihissar farm, 
as the main animal bree- 
ding farm in the count- 
ry, has played an impor- 
tant role in providing the 
country’s animal breede- 
rs with superior breads 
of cattle. This farm has 
also helped establishment 
of similar farms in othe- 
parts of the country. The 
animal husbandry depar- 
tment will soon establi- 
sh another breeding farm 
with 500 cows at Rishk- 
hoor. This farm is expec- 
ted to provide around 1,6- 
00 tons of milk annually. 
This farm will also bre- 
ed as many as 400 cows 
in a year. The final tec- 
hnical-economical feasib- 
ility survey for this farm 
has been completed with 
the assistance of experts 
from the friendly count- 
ry of Bulgaria. 


Likewise, another farm 
for production of meat 
with 3,000 heads of anim- 
als is being planned in 
Baghlan province. - The 

animals in this farm will 

















be fed from the rough 
age from the Baghlan su- 
gar factory. These farms 
will benifit from the art- 
ificial insemination proje- 
ct of the Benihissar tarm. 


The department hopes 
that with the establishm- 
ent of these two new far- 
ins, considerabie improv- 
ement will be made in ra- 
ising and development of 
superior variety of cattle 
in the country, which will 
on the one hand raise the 
standards of living of the 
cattle-breeders and at 
the same time strengthen 
the economy of the  na- 
tion. 


On the basis of antici- 
pated plans, it is envisag- 
ed that from these farms, 
this year, around 150,0UU 
litres of milk and around 
80 cows will be produced 
which will be given to the 


cattle-breeders of the co- 
untry. 


The 1361 development 
plan of the animal husb- 
andry department also 
envisages production of 
24,000 kgs of meat at the 
Benihissar farm. The de- 
partment also plans a 
central artificial insemin- 
ation centre in Kabul and 
another 3 such _provinci- 
al stations in Kandahar, 
Ghazni, and Balkh prov- 
inces, to inseminate upto 
2,000 animals this year. 
Since a sufficient numb- 
er of superior variety of 
stub bulls exist in the Ka- 
bul and Balkh § artificial 
insemination centres, a 
daily supply fresh sper- 
ms ig planned to be supp- 
lied to users. 


This year, this departm- 
ent has also sought’ the 
help of the United Nat- 
ions for provision of 8,000 


sperm doses trom Friez 
and Brown Swiss bulls. 
Out of this, 6,000 doses 
along with some equipm- 
ents, is being supplied as 
grant in aid by the UN. 


The farm official stres- 
sed that the artificial ins- 
emination centres of dep- 
artment are constantly at 
the service of the cattle- 
breeders of the country. 
The cattle-breeders can 
bring their cattle even on 
Fridays and public _ holi- 
days to the district, and 
subdistrict insemination 
centres. 


The animal husbandry 
department of the Agr- 
iculture and Land Ref- 
orms Ministry hopes th- 
at in implementation of 
the current year’s plans 
of the department, great 
strides will be made in 
improving the cattle br- 
eeds in the country.

COMMERCIAL CONTROL OFFICERS AIR GRIEVANCES 
Cairo AL-JUMHURIYAH in Arabic 6 Jul 82 p 4 


[Article by Suhayr Abu al-‘Alla: "Commercial Control Officers Protect the 
Consumer, But No One Protects Them"] 


[Text] Commercial Control is one of the most important agencies, aimed at 
achieving control in the markets and uncovering conditions of commercial 
fraud. 


Those who work for it try to achieve justice and protect the consumer, but 
they are unjustly treated; circumstances in which they work are difficult 
and very harsh. 


It is unreasonable for a Commercial Control inspector today to receive a 5 
piaster transportation allowance, even if he is inside the city in which he 
works! There are no means of transportation, since each province has only 
one worn-out vehicle, or in the majority of cases, an inoperable one. 


In addition, the Commercial Control officers’ raids are subject to attacks 
and harassment from the merchants. There are no police to protect them from 
these attacks. They try to fulfill their duty and protect the consumer from 
commercial fraud or spoiled commodities and violations. 


The Commercial Control office in the Province of Cairo alone shared in put- 
ting a million pounds, five percent of the proceeds of public auctions, into 
the state treasury. The workers received no part of this. 


Waddad Faraj, director of Commercial Control in Cairo, says that a control 
inspector faces many problems in the course of his work. Despite the fact 
that he shares in obtaining 1 to 2 million pounds a year from the public 
auctions for the state treasury, he gets no percentage of these amounts. 
Commercial Control has sent many memorandums to the Ministry of Supply sug- 
gesting the allocation of a percentage of this gain for distribution as in- 
centives for the inspectors. So far, however, no decision has been made. 


He added that the inspector is charged with attending the auction, even if 


it is on a non-workday, and he must stay there until it is finished, even if 
it runs until midnight! 
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Ahmad Farajullah, a Commercial Control inspector in Cairo, adds that the 
entire district does not have even one vehicle, despite the need for control 
campaigns to continue all day. "Why isn't a car available for each campaign? 
When a violator is arrested, it is not easy to escort him publicly through 
the streets. In addition, the raids are subjected to attack from some of the 
merchants, which requires police protection during the raids." 


Ahmad Nassar, a Commercial Control inspector in Benha, says: "We face dif- 
ficulties and attacks from some of the merchants during the performance of 
our duty, while obtaining samples to send to the laboratory for analysis or 
while arresting a violator for selling spoiled goods or extending the date of 
its suitability for consumption. The transportation allowance that we are 
paid, to travel within the centers and villages and hamlets of the province 
of al-Qaluyubiyah, is very small. It does not cover the rise in ticket 
prices. It is obvious that it has been in effect for a long time, since the 
60's." Should this situation cont inue? 





He says that the organizations concerned should watch over the circumstances 
of supply inspectors so that they do not fall victim to temptation from some 
of the venal merchants. 


Mustafa "Abd al-Raziq, a Commercial Control inspector in Cairo, says: "We 
Suggested getting a hazardous duty allowance, as a result of the dangers and 
attacks to which we are subjected by the merchants. However, so far no reply 
has been received." a 


"Abd al-Hamid ‘Abd al-Khaliq, director general of commodity control in the 
province of al-Gizah, and vice president of the board of directors of the 
League of Commodity Inspectors, added that the League has submitted several 
proposals to the Ministry of Supply, the Central Organization for Reorganiza- 
tion and Administration and the Ministry of Finance to discuss the problems 
of commodity inspectors and to grant them a hazardous duty allowance or 
bonuses. However, so far the matter is still pending. 


Muhammad al-Jayzawi, director general of supply in the district of West 

Cairo, says that despite the difficulties he faces, he is the target of rumors 
and accusations to the effect that he uses his position to obtain his needs 
from the market! However, a commodity inspector, in view of the sensitivity 
of his position, would find it difficult in most cases to get the goods that 
he needed. 


Hasan al-Sayyid, assistant director general of commodity control affairs in 
the West Cairo office, says that the commodity inspector is the one official 
who works twice the hours but receives no extra pay or bonuses! 


He adds that the Ministry of Supply considers that the supply districts fall 
under the provinces. Therefore, the province is responsible for it. Ac- 
cordingly, the rights of commodity control officers have been lost between 
the ministry and the provinces. 


Al-Sayyid Shalbi, a commodity inspector, says: "There should be free passes 
for all transportation lines for the inspectors, since he is paid only 5 
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piasters as a transportation allowance. This is inadequate for day-long 
transportation in the province's districts and has not kept up with the in- 
crease in transportation costs." 


Yahya Sa'd Zaghlul says: "Commodity control officers are like policemen. 
They are made to work any time, day or night, but nevertheless they receive 
no extra pay or bonuses. He also requires protection from the police when 
he carries out campaigns to arrest violators and speculators." The problems 
of commercial control officers require a great deal of concern from the state 
organizations, since talking about support without emphasizing control does 
not achieve its aim. Subsidies cannot get to those who deserve them without 
rigorous control from the agencies of supply and internal trade. How can a 
commodity inspector try to achieve justice when he is deprived of it?

HOUSING DIFFICULTIES--The Governor of Cairo has stated that the housing 
projects being carried out by the province are threatened with stoppage due 
to shortages of cement and materials required to finish construction, in- 
cluding glass, gypsum and certain kinds of pipes and sanitary appliances. 
In a report prepared about housing problems in the capital, the governor 
added that the shortfall in cement amounted to 60 percent of an average 30,000 
tons per month. This shortfall will continue until the end of this year. 
The governor's report stated that the shortage of engineers amounted to 65 
percent, since the number required was at least 249 whereas there were only

LIBERALS' WAGE POLICY--The Secretariat General of the Liberal Party, in its 
meeting last Tuesday chaired by party chief Mustafa Kamil Murad, reviewed 

the main features of the state budget and the development plan for 1982-83. 
The Secretariat General made it clear that the plan did not show the size 

of current or expected inflation during the period in which it will be imple- 
mented. The Secretariat General stressed that the indicators confirm an 
increased inflation rate as a result of the constant rise in the prices of 
goods and services. The Secretariat General called for the need to raise 
wages and salaries by the same percentage as the increase in the inflation 
rate so as to raise the citizens’ standard of living. The Secretariat General 
was opposed to the erroneous policy of subsidies and called for the abolition 
of subsidies on semiprocessed goods, production requirements and construction 
‘materials, since that was a major economic mistake. It called for a reduc- 
tion of the subsidy for finished goods or services, such as the subsidy for 
housing but not for cement, which is sold on the black market, and the subsidy 
for sesame flour sweets but not for flour, since all semiprocessed goods are 
sold on the black market and have a part in the creation of a class of million- 
-ires who trade in the people's food. The Secretariat General stressed 

that the plan had uncovered severe weak spots in state expenditures. It 
called for the need to prepare a comprehensive study of the people's require- 
ments for different commodities, by virtue of the fact that they spend four 
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times as much as the government, which influences the size of the deficit in 
the balance of payments, the state budget and prices. The Secretariat General 
also demanded that a study be made of public income to learn the number of 
families who are above or below the 2,000-pound annual income line to de- 
termine social disparities in Egyptian society. The Secretariat General 
discussed the pricing policy for certain kinds of fruits and vegetables and 
made it clear that pricing is not a solution for high costs, since unrealistic 
pricing does not encourage the producer to grow but encourages the merchant 
not to deal in such items, for example bananas and melons. It should be 
noted that each item priced in this way disappears from the markets. The 
Secretariat stressed that the solution is to increase production. [Text]

LRAQI SPIES, SABOTEURS PUT ON TRIAL 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 23, 24 May 82 
[23 May 82 p 3] 


[Text] ETTELA'AT News Service--Four spies of the Iraqi Ba'th regime who were 
supplying information to Iraqi agents in the country and carrying out sabotage 
were put on trial yesterday in the first circuit army Islamic revolutionary 
court of justice. The spies intended to plant bombs and explosives in the 
area where Friday prayers are held in Tehran in order to kill and maim a large 
number of the dedicated people. 


According to the report, the court convened at 9 am with Hojjatoleslam Moham- 
madi Reyshahri as the presiding judge. The proceeding started with recita- 
tions from the Koran, following which the representative of the public prose- 
cutor of the Islamic revolutionary army read the indictment counts against 
two of the accused, orders number one and three, as follows: 


In the name of God the merciful. The indictment against Ahmad 'Ali Sheykh- 
Mohammadi : 


A) Specification: Non military 


Ahmad 'Ali Sheykh-Mohammadi, the son of Jabbar ‘Ali, holder of identification 
number 5265 issued from Sahneh (under the jurisdiction of Kermanshah). 


B) Charges: Active participation in the bombing network of Sardar Jaf. 


Explanation and procedure: 


The above-mentioned individual started his anti-revolutionary activity against 
the Islamic Republic regime from the time of the victory of the Islamic revo- 
lution. In the beginning, he joined Palizban's agents and worked with them 
for some time, until the agents were discovered. He then fled to an area 
known as Yadgar and introduced himself to the invaders as a deserting ser- 
geant, and offered them total cooperation. After some time, they took him 

to Iraq and turned him over to Palizban, who in turn, after a period of time, 
sent him to Sardar Jai. 
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f +c: gaining Sardar Jaf's confidence, he was given his first assignment 

w.. 4as to proceed to Tehran with a suitcase in which explosives were hid- 
den. After reaching Tehran, the accused proceeded as planned to try to ex- 
plode the suitcase in the mosque of Imam Khomeyni (Tehran bazaar). But he 
was overcome by fear and terror and failed to carry out this abominable 
scheme. He abandoned the suitcase near a bookshop in the vicinity. 


For sometime afterwards, he remained a fugitive in the area out of fear of 
Sardar Jaf and did not return to Iraq, until he met one of Sardar Jaf's 
agents, who introduced him to another man in whose company he returned to 
Iraq. After a period of 4 months, he again headed for Tehran carrying a 
suitcase full of bombs. Learning of his brother's arrest, he was seized 
with fear and took the suitcase to his sister's house where he buried it. 
(The suitcase was recovered after the arrest of the accused). 





After returning to Iraq, he went to Sardar Jaf and told them that he had car- 
ried out the bombing. They believed him and put even greater trust in him; 
and sent him to Baghdad for training in the military, and explosives and 
sabotage courses. 


After this training, he set out for Iran in the company of another individual 
carrying seven grenades and a "Bertha" weapon (fitted with a silencer), and 

a suitcase filled with bombs, with the intention of undertaking terrorist 
activity. The accused carried the weapon and ammunition and his companion 
the suitcase. 


After carrying out the assignment, the accused, accompanied with an individual 
who has also been arrested, started for Tehran in a minibus in which explo- 
sives were hidden. They intended to set off the explosives in the minibus in 
the area around Jamaran, but fearful of being discovered, they exploded the 
minibus in the area around Niavaran instead, martyring and wounding a number 
of innocent people. 


After this incident, they again came to Tehran in a jeep carrying explosives, 
and parked the jeep in Meydan-e Azadi. This time also, the jeep exploded, 
martyring and wounding a number of people. 





Another time, they went to the Azadi Terminal in a jeep in which a suitcase 
full of explosives was placed. They left the suitcase of explosives in a 
corner, set off the explosives and wounded a number of innocent persons. 


After committing these crimes, they fled to Iraq and were given a large sum 
of money by Jaf, which they spent on high living in Iraqi cities. They were 
regarded as belonging to the top rank of the Jaf organization. 


After some time, another nefarious assignment was given to the accused and 
his companions, which was that Gholam ‘Abbas Baba‘i should accompany the 
accused from Iraq to Tehran with a large picture of the Imam the frame of 
which was filled with explosives, to be set off during Friday prayers. This 
devilish assignment was discovered before it could be carried out and the 
culprits were arrested. 
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In view of the above-mentioned activities, the public prosecutor's office 
considers that the guilt of the accused has been established and confirmed; 
the honorable Islamic court is thus requested to consider the case and pass 
judgment according to Islamic law. 


Prosecutor of the Islamic Revolutionary Army 
Indictment against the accused order number three, Gholam ‘Abbas Baba'i: 


Specification: Gholam ‘Abbas Baba‘i, the son of Nabi-ullah, holder of iden- 
tification number 18 issued in Tehran. 


Charges: Leaving the country during the war by cooperating with the agents 
of Sardar Jaf and with the intention of acting against the Islamic Republic 
of Iran. 


Explanation and procedure: The above-mentioned individual established con- 
tact in the country with the agents of Sardar Jaf during the war between 
Iraq and Iran motivated by the desire of obtaining a large amount of money. 
He expressed interest in cooperating with them, and left Iran for Iraq, 
where he went to see Sardar Jaf and expressed his readiness to cooperate 
and work with them to the best of his ability. 


The day after the meeting with these individuals, the subject of setting off 
explosives in Iran was raised, and the accused promised cooperation in this 
respect as well. After a week, he was introduced to a member of Aman (es- 
pionage network of Ba'thist Iraq) by the name of Abu Misaq. After a month, 
Sardar Jaf took him again to Abu Misaq, who gave him a tape recorder and a 
briefcase (full of bombs) for the purpose of sabotage, and sent him to Iran. 


The accused accepted the assignment (of committing sabotage and setting off 
explosives), and arrived in Iran with the briefcase. After completing the 
assignment, he returned to Iraq and told Sardar Jaf that the explosion in 
the Abazar mosque was his work. Undoubtedly, the claim gained him Jaf's 
respect, who also took a great liking to him to the extent that he took the 
accused with him and made him his foster son. After a time, he went to 
Switzerland and Germany with Jaf and lived a life of pleasure. 


After returning to Iraq, he went to see Abou Misaq in the company of Sardar 
Jaf and his brother Dr Sarvat, and in exchange for the promised sum of 
500,000 tumans he agreed that, after receiving the necessary training to 
carry out his abominable scheme, he would carry to Tehran a large and beau- 
tiful picture of the Imam in the frame of which about 30 kilos of explosives 
were hidden. This terrible crime, the aim of which was to set off the ex- 
plosives during the Friday prayer and political gathering, was foiled by the 
power of God. The culprits were arrested, and later, the individuals who 
were responsible for bringing to Tehran the picture frame for him were also 
apprehended. 
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Bases for the charge: The confessions of the accused and documents on file. 


In view of the above facts, the public prosecutor's office considers that 
the guilt of the accused has been proved and confirmed, and hence requests 
the honorable Islamic court of justice to consider the facts on file and pro- 
nounce judgment on the basis of Islamic law.

[Text] ETTELA'AT News Service--The first branch of the Islamic 
revolution military courts, headed by Hojjatoleslam Mohammad 
Reyshahri, held a session in order to investigate the accusations 
of four Iragi spies who had placed bombs in various areas of 
Tehran. The bill of indictment issued against two of the accused 
was published in ETTELA'AT yesterday. What follows is a report 
on the court session in which the accused were tried. Our 
correspondent writes: After the bill of indictment was read by 
the representative of the military prosecutor of the Islamic 
revolution, the first defendant (Ahmad 'Ali Sheykh-Mohammadi ) 
came before the judges and introduced himself as follows: I am 
Ahmad 'Ali Sheykh-Mohammadi, son of Jabbar 'Ali, an employee of 
the Melli Bank in the town of Sahneh. I was unemployed for a 
while. 


Religious Judge: Explain your story in detail. 


Defendant: On 5 June, I ran away from the place of my 
employment, which was the bank. 


[Judge] Why did you run away? 


[Defendant] Because I was 1.7 million rials short and I could 
not pay it. | 


[Judge] Explain about your escape to Iraq. 

[Defendant] Because I was in a difficult situation, I decided to 
escape to Iraq. So, I went towards the Dalahu Mountains and I 
was with the Kurdish invaders for a week. Then I went to Iraq and 
stayed with the brother of Sardar Jaf for 45 days. 

[Judge] Did you meet Sardar Jaf? 


[Defendant] Yes, we spoke for 5 or 10 minutes. But they thought 
I was a spy and had given orders to reject me. They told me: We 
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do not trust you. If you are telling the truth, place this 
briefcase containing explosives in Imam Khomeyni Mosque or the 
Tehran bazaar or some other public place in Tehran. I had to 
comply. I took the suitcase and after some time, I set out for 
Tehran. When I arrived in Tehran, I was horrified at the thought 
of killing people. For this reason, I hid the suitcase and 
returned to Iraq after two months. However, Sardar Jaf was not 
in Iraq. After four months of unemployment in Iraq, on 4 April 
of last year, when Sardar Jaf came to Iraq accompanied by a 
number of people, I told him that the suitcase containing the 
explosives that he had given me had not exploded. They did not 
Say anything to me. But, after a while, Dara Jaf (the brother of 
Sardar Jaf) said: If you are telling the truth, this time, take 
a jeep containing explosives, park it in front of the University 
of Tehran where Friday prayers are held, and pull off the safety 
latch, which will automatically set off the explosion in half an 
hour. Of course, on this mission, a person called Akbar Baba'i, 
who is now present (in the court), will accompany you. After 
several days, together with Akbar Baba'i, we set out for Tehran 
in the jeep. On the way, I realized that Sardar Jaf had given a 
Suitcase containing explosives to Akbar Baba'i to be placed when 
I parked the jeep in order to increase the power of the 
explosion. After traveling some distance, the jeep broke down. 
We disconnected the wires which would set off the explosion and 
took the jeep to a repair shop in Kermanshah. The jeep was 
repaired in a few days. We came to Tehran in the jeep but did 
not park it in front of the University, because we were afraid. 
We put it in the parking lot of Azadi Terminal and waited for it 
to explode. But it did not explode in half an hour. We returned 
to the jeep and placed the suitcase containing explosives there 
and ran away. Later, we found out that the jeep had exploded. 


Another Mission 
[Judce}] What else did you do? 


[Defendant] After nine days, we returned to Iraq and stayed 
there for about a month. One day, they told us that we were to 
explode a minibus containing explosives in Jamaran. But, because 
we were afraid, we parked the car on Niavaran Street, near 
Niavaran Palace, and ran away immediately. After a while, we 
realized that the minibus had exploded. We returned to Iraq 
again, where they gave me seven grenades and some bullets. I had 
them in my sister's house. 


"lan tor Explosion at the Location of Friday Prayers 


'Judge}] What was your plan concerning placing bombs at Friday 


prayers? 
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[Defendant] I did not know anything about placing bombs at the 
Friday prayers at the University of Tehran. They had asked me to 
deliver something to Gholam ‘Abbas Aba'i. 


[Judge] Where were you captured? 


[Defendant] We had gone with 'Ali Akbar Baba‘i to Mashhad, where 
we were arrested by the Guards Corps. 


[Judge] How much money did you receive from Sardar Jaf for these 
terrorist acts and bombings? 


[Defendant] I received 18 million rials for 5 terrorist 
operations. 


[Judge] How could you destroy defenseless, innocent people for 
18 million rials? Had you assassinated a guard or a law 
enforcement agent, we would say that you did so for your goal, 
which is to fight the regime of the Islamic Republic. But, why 
kill defenseless, innocent people? 


[Defendant] I made a mistake. I was deceived. I did not want 
to do these things. I had gone mad. Several times, I had 
decided to commit suicide, but I did not succeed. 


Questioning Another Defendant 


After the defense statements of the first defendant, ‘Ali Akbar 
Baba'i (the second defendant) responded to the questions of the 
religious judge. 


[Judge] Introduce yourself. 


[Dependent] ‘Ali Akbar Baba'i, son of Javanmir, resident of one 
of the villages of Kermanshah. I have a fifth grade education. 


[Judge] In what way did you cooperate with the aggressors and 
counterrevolutionaries? 


[befendant] During the period 21 March 1978-20 March 1979, when 
the revolution occurred, Sardar Jaf and his brothers, aided by a 
person called ‘Ali Ahmadi, who was a SAVAK agent and a 
monarchist, created fear and terror among the people every day 
through constant shootings and explosions. They took some of the 
people from our village to Iraq by force to cooperate with them. 
My family was also among those who were taken to Iraq. 
Consequently, I also decided to go to Iraq to return my family to 
ran. I went to Iraq after a while and lived among the 
aggressors in Iraq for 10 or 20 days. When I wanted to bring my 
family back to Iran, the brother of Sardar Jaf prevented me from 
returning my parents and sister to Iran. Dara Jaf, the brother 
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of Sardar Jaf told me: If Sardar Jaf finds out that you have 
come here, he would certainly think that you have been sent to 
Spy. You must prove to us that you are truthful. Also, if you 
cooperate with us, you will become rich. 


After a while, I became acquainted with Sheykh-Mohammadi (the 
first defendant). Sheykh-Mohammadi introduced me to Sardar Jaf. 
Sardar Jaf told me: You must accompany Sheykh-Mohammadi to 
Tehran on a mission and act as assistant driver on the minibus. 
ie also aqave me a briefcase containing explosives and said: You 
must take this briefcase to the Tehran bazaar and put it ina 
erowded place. I had to accept. I did not know anything about 
the car containing explosives. They had only told me that I must 
accompany this man as his assistant. After a while, we came to 
Tehran from Iraq and parked the car in the Azadi Terminal parking 
and it exploded. 


What Did the Third Defendant Say? 
The third defendant, Gholam ‘Abbas Baba'i, son of Nabiollah, was 


a janitor in the Sorkheh Hesar Hospital and has about a ninth 
qrade education. 





Religious Judge: How did you go to Iraq? 


Defendant: Six months after the revolution, I became skeptical 
about this revolution and the Islamic Republic. I could not 
accept this revolution. Consequently, I decided to escape from 
Iran to go to Iraq and then to Germany. Therefore, I went to 
Azarbai jan. With the help of my friend who sold poultry there, I 
went to Kermanshah and then to one of the villages of Shahabad-e 
Gharb (Islamabad-e Gharb). Then, with a number of the 
aqqressors, about 20 persons, I went to Iraq, after walking 70 km 
through the Marpich Mountains of Iraq. In Iraq, I was taken to 
Dara Jaf (the brother of Sardar Jaf). In that house, a number of 
the fugitives were gathered and each introduced himself as a 
military man, including sergeants and colonels, but they were 


lying. ‘They accepted the fugitives without investigating them. 
Dara Jaf asked me: What do you do? I said: I will tell you in 
private later. He sent everybody out of the room. When we were 
alone, Dara Jaf asked me: Why have you come here? I said: To 
take assylum in Iraq and then go to Germany to study. Dara Jaf 
said: At the present time, brother Sardar is not here. When he 
comes, tell him about it. 

After two weeks, Sardar Jaf returned from Baghdad and asked me: 
Why have you come here? I explained my escape and my intentions. 
In three days, he invited me to dinner at his house. I went to 
his house. Dr Servat (Jaf's son-in-law), who is in charge of 
terrorist operations and bombings, was also there. We sat down 
and talked. Dr Servat explained to me: We train the terrorist 








teams here and they go to Tehran or other cities (of Iran) to 
carry out their terrorist operations and return here. We make 
them rich. Every operation brings them at least 5 million rials. 
I was astonished and became greedy when I heard that amount of 
money. In any case, I was deceived by Satan and asked him to 
speak more about the money. They continued: If you do one or 
two terrorist operations for us, we will send you to Germany and 
pay for six months of school and living expenses. 


After two weeks, they introduced me in the Iraq security agency 
to a person called Abu Misaq, who was one of the high level 
professional spies of that agency. Abu Misaq was the person from 
the Iraq security agency who was in charge of the activities of 
Sardar Jaf in the region. He also provided him with terrorist 
plans as well as ammunition, explosives, and money. After a 
while, I was given the first terrorist mission. Jaf gave me a 
tape recorder and a handbag containing explosives and after some 
training, told me: You know best where to set these bombs. 


When I left, I did not want anyone to know why I was coming to 
Tehran. I spread a rumor that I was going to spy in Tehran. 

When I came, I was accompanied by two other persons who had 
separate missions. When I arrived in Tehran, because I had not 
done anything in Tehran before, I hid in my father's house for 
two weeks out of fear. Meanwhile, the explosion in the Abazar 
Mosque in south Tehran occurred and I was happy about it. Later, 
the explosion in the building of the Islamic Republican Party 
happened and I was much happier. 


{Judge} How can you prove your claim? 


[Defendant] You may or may not want to believe me. I am telling 
the truth. I returned to Iraq very happy. I was received warmly 
be Sardar Jaf, Dara Jaf, and Dr Servat and I became very well 
liked. They gave a party for me and said: Brave son; you have 
done an astonishing job. But, how did you manage to blow up the 
Party building? I told them a good story, because both Sardar 
Jaf and his brother are very stupid. I lied to them and said: 

In Iran, I formed a group and gave the bag which contained the 
explosives to one of the members of the Mojahedin-e Khalq who 
made the arrangements for the job. Dr Servat said: We reported 
to the Iragi security agency that you exploded the building of 
the Islamic Republican Party. Watch out not to ruin everything. 
Since I frequented the home of Sardar Jaf, they introduced me 
there as Jaf's godson. After two weeks, I went to Germany and 
Switzerland with Jaf and his brothers. We had a a good time for 
one month in Germany and then returned to Iraq together. On the 
‘ay, Jaf said: I talked to everybody. We cannot rely on 
anybody. Only General Ariana can do anything. 














When we returned from Germany, Sardar Jaf was given another 
mission by the lraq security agency. 


Sardar Jaf, in turn, conferred that mission on me. 
{Judge} What was the mission? 


(Defendant}] The Iraq security agency had prepared a very neat 
picture frame with a portrait of Imam Khomeyni, in which about 30 
kg of TNT was hidden. This picture frame was made for the 
purpose of assassinating Hojjatoleslam Hashemi-Rafsanjani, the 
speaker of the Majlis. My mission was to take the frame to the 
Friday prayers at the University of Tehran and detonate it there. 
Since the frame was very heavy, I first protested. But, they 
told me: We will have someone deliver the frame to you. You 
just carry out the operation for 5 million rials. I agreed and 
because the roads were controlled by the Guards Corps during the 
day, we set out at night. It was decided that the picture frame 
be hidden in a (Neysan) pickup, to be carried to Tehran. When I 
came to Tehran, I waited for five days, but there was no news of 
the frame. One day, I was taking a taxi to someone's house and I 
was arrested in the taxi by a member of the Guards Corps. 


Then I realized that the above-mentioned frame had arrived in 
Tehran, had been confiscated by the Guards Corps, and the bomb 
had been disarmed. 


After the statements of the third defendant, Jalil Safa'i, the 
last defendant also made some statements in connection with his 
escape to Iraq and his cooperation with the aggressors and the 
bomb setting groups and asked the court for forgiveness. 


With the statements of Jalil Safa'i, the court concluded its 
investigation of the accusations of these four persons and went 
into consultation to reach a verdict.

MUCH SOVIET ARMAMENT REPORTED SHIPPED TO MULLAHS 
Bonn DIE WELT in German 16 Jul 82 p 7

[Text] Soviet arms will be used by both sides in the land battle which is 
taking shape between the armies of the ayatollahs and those of Saddam Husayn. 
For almost two years now, the mullah regime has extensively re-equipped the 
Iranian ground forces with Soviet weapons systems and, for this purpose, 
extensive purchases of arms have been arranged directly with the Soviet Union 
and with pro-Soviet countries. 


According to mutually confirming reports of western diplomats and Persian exiles 
in Paris, during the last year almost two thirds of all the agreements on 
military aid have been concluded with communist countries. The mullas have 

made the biggest deals with North Korea's dictator Kim Il Sung. 


In September 1981, the president of the revolutionary parliament, Ayatollah 
Rafsanjani paid an official visit to Pyongyang. There he reportedly purchased 
anti-tank projectiles, antiaircraft missiles (mainly the SAM-7 type), machine 
guns for airplane defense, and some small missile systems. Previously Tehran 
had acquired only light-weight small arms and machine guns from North Korea. 


In April this year, these partmers made another transaction. A delegation of 
Iranian officers in Pyongyang bought 150 T-62 tanks together with ammunition. 
The cost amounted to approximately 550 million dollars. Tehran paid with oil . 
at preferential prices. And in June, the mullahs renewed an agreement with 
Pyongyang. For 300 million dollars, North Korea, reportedly, is supplying, 
and partly already delivered, 400 artillery pieces, 1,000 mrtars, 600 anti- 
aircraft machine guns. 12,000 small arms, and a large supply of ammunition. 


Every week an Iranian 747 plane flies to Pyongyang via Peking to pick up spare 
parts. At least once a month--as reported by pro-demcratic resistance 
fighters on the Iranian underground—a North Korean freighter puts into an 
{ranian port to deliver consignments of arms. 


‘The biggest part of the weapons deliveries for the mllahs, however, are made 
in huge container cars over the Trans-Siberian Railraod. ‘These are direct 
deliveries from the Soviet Union. 











On 30 May, Radio Monte Carlo reported that Soyiet direct deliveries began 
around December last year. In agreement with the clandestine transmitter 
"Voice of Iran", Radio Monte Carlo reported that Tehran had concluded an agree- 
ment with Moscow amounting to 860 million dollars. 


The deliveries included not only infantry weapons but also, and mainly, spare 
parts for Sovier tanks, hundreds of which the Iranian Army captured in the 
Gulf War. At the same time, Moscow has extended the Iranian railroad network 
up to the Soviet border. Long stretches of it are being electrified. Accord- 
ing to an article in the FOREIGN REPORT magazine of 23 March, Moscow has been 
arranging its deliveries at ports on the Caspian Sea. 


Advisors as well as instructors of the Soviet Army are already at work in Iran. 
For several months now, about 40 Soviet officers have been living in the 

former Hilton Hotel in Tehran. Another forty Soviet officers who are connected 
with the KGB secret service have been billeted in Saltanatabad, a suburb of 
Tehran, and they are providing training and expansion for the secret service of 
the mullah dictatorship. 


About 300 North Korean instructors have come to Iran to provide retraining 

on eastern arms technology. Most of their pupils will be revolution guards. 
Also, mechanics and officers from the German Democratic Republic [GDR] have 
been seen in Iran. The GDR is to supply about 4,000 military trucks this year. 


From usually weil informed circles of Iranian exiles in London and Paris, it 

is heard in this connection also so that Moscow is making progress in 
rapprochement between Iran and the Soviet Union. Apropos, in November last 
year and January this year, the Soviet ambassador in Tehran, Vladimir 
Vinogradov, met with Prime Minister Musavi and Foreign Minister Velayati to 
negotiate a treaty of friendship. Since spring, these negotiations have 
entered an intensive stage. According to reports of exiled Persians, Ayatollah 
Khomeyni has approved continuing these negotiations. 


Meanwhile Tehran should have received the moder T-72 tank, not from the Soviet 
Union however, but from Libya. Tripoli has already sold a hundred T-55 tanks 
to the mullahs. Also, Soviet mmition and artillery equipment are being flown 
to Lran from Libyan arsenals in the large-capacity Ilyushin-76 transport plants 
from the former American base of Uqba Ibn Nafi [formerly Wheelus Air Base] via 
Damascus and Turkey. Ankara granted permission for this air bridge to avoid 
Iraq. 


In Damascus, not only are these large-capacity transport planes from Libya 
refueled, but the Syrian military dictatorship, which is hostile to the Iraqi 
Baath regime, is also furmishing Soviet materiel to Iran. It arrives through 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia in Dubai where it is, reportedly, loaded on ships by 
Shi'ite dealers, supposedly without the knowledge of the government and shipped 
over the gulf of Iran. So far, reportedly, more than 350 Soviet tanks and 
many consignments of 130-mm artillery pieces, air defense systems, and con- 
siderable munitions have been brought to Iran over this route. 


The reports of the western diplomats and Persian exiles are just hard to 
check, but their credibility is supported by, 2mong other things, the fact that 
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these deliveries of arms are almost exclusively materiel for the army. the air 
force and navy are very much harder to convert to Soviet systems. Training 
fighter pilots, for example, requires solid basic knowledge in the field of 
electronics. Most of the Iranian pilots were trained in the United States. They 
remain for the mullahs a great factor of insecurity in the Iranian armad forces. 
The exiled Persians are convinced that: "Persian pilots will not let them 
selives become dependent on the Soviets by deliveries of tanks, howitzers, 
machine guns, and air defense systems. The revolution guards, the praetorian 
guard of the theological dictator, are otherwise”.

FOREIGN TRADE NEGOTIATIONS REVIEWED

Pakistan: On June 30, 1982, the expansion of industrial relations between Iran 
and Pakistan was discussed in a meeting between the Pakistani Ambassador to 
Tehran, Abdolmalek Khatak, and the Heavy Industries Minister, Behzad Nabavi. 
Also on June 27, the Pakistani Ambassador along with the Pakistani Commercial 
attache held talks with Minister of Industry, Mostafa Hashemi. The Minister 
of Industry expressed the hope that economic ties between Iran and Pakistan 
would be further expanded enabling experts from each country to review indus- 
trial facilities both in Iran and Pakistan and to expand their cooperation. 
Hashemi added that the expansion of oil exports could help the expansion of 
relations between the two countries. Then Khatak stated that Pakistan could 
export raw leather, electric motors, and motor engines to Iran and could also 
cooperate with Iran in sugar and cement manufacturing. In conclusion, the 
Pakistani Ambassador hoped that in the future, both countries would invest in 
each other's industrial companies. 


Hungary: The Agriculture Minister, Mohammad Salamati, having visited Hungary, 
announced that, prospects for development of Iran-Hungarian bilateral economic 
and trade relations were discussed with the Hungarian bilateral economic and 
trade relations were discussed with the Hungarian vice-president, Deputy Prime 
Minister. He also pointed out that bilateral cooperation in livestock breed- 
ing, agriculture, industry and commerce, were also studied. At the same time, 
a memorandum of understanding was signed between the two countries, to study 
barter trade development, including oil. 


Bulgaria: Regarding relationship with Bulgaria, Salamatiwho recently visited 
Bulgaria, indicated that Iran was going to work with Bulgaria in agriculture, 
livestock breeding, and veterinary science and that necessary studies will be 
carried out regarding development of bilateral commercial, industrial and oil 
relations. Salamati also said that a letter of understanding was signed with 
Bulgaria after sessions with the Bulgarian Prime Minister. This agreement 
emphasized on commerce, industry, agriculture and animal husbandry. He noted 
that the development of relations for exchanging industrial, agricultural and 
technological expertise were stressed in that memorandum. 
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Spain: The Ambassador of Spain to IRI, Javier Oyarzum, met and conferred with 
Industries Minister, Mustafa Hashemi on June 30, 1982. The Spanish commercial 
attache also attended this meeting. The two sides expressed their willingness 
to cooperate in building ships, textile factories and machine factories. The 
ambassador also voiced Spain's readiness to reconstruct the war-stricken areas, 
to aid in road construction and presenting technological and technicul services 
to Iran. The Iranian industries Minister in turn, expressed Iran's readiness 
to either economic and industrial cooperation with countries which were not 
satellites of the superpowers. 





Czechoslovakia: The seven-man Iranian economic delegation to Czechoslovakia, 
led by the Deputy Minister of Oil for petrochemical Affairs Mostafa Taheri 
Najafabadi, met the Foreign Trade Minister of that country. They discussed 
increased cooperation of the two countries in the fields of petrochemicals, the 
oil industry and natural gas. The Czech Minister stated their readiness to aid 
Iran in reconstructing the industries of Iran and grant technical and industrial 
facilities to Iran, above and beyond the fact of oil purchases. 


Industry 


*The head of the Atomic Energy Organization of Iran, Reza Amrollahi, after his 
visit to Europe pointed out that Iran had won a case in connection with a claim 
of a West German government insurance company in an international court. He 
said that foreign contractors had to take back their claims and were made to 
assume responsibility for all done by subcontractors, and contractors had been 
obliged to fulfill the task of delivering all parts to representatives of Iran 
in European ports. Regarding the issue of the Bushehr nuclear power plant and 
Eurodif company, he stated that the French court ruled in favour of Iran and 
resolved that 35,000 tons of equipment destined for the Bushehr atomic power 
plant as well as half of the required fuel of this plant be put at the disposal 
of Iran, in case the Majlis decided to build the Bushehr power plant, this 
equipment would be used in that plant, or otherwise could be used in other 
projects. On the Eurodif company, Amrollahi said $ one billion had been granted 
by Iran as a loan to the French Atomaic Energy Commission during the years prior 
to the culmination of the Islamic Revolution. Noting that Eurodif was a part 
of that commission, Iran also paid over half a billion French Francs as its 
share in Eurodif. He continued that according to existing documents, some 25 
billion French Francs have been spent on this company, and the Iranian share 
and loan were frozen by the company following the Islamic Revolution. He 
added that the total payable loan along with interest should be paid back to 
Iran according to the contract concluded between the two parties, due to the 
Commission's infringement of the terms of the said contract. Inconclusion, 
Amrollahi announced that despite the vote of the Paris Court of Appeal, the 
Eurodif Company has so far refused to fulfill the court's verdict. (For 
Bushehr nuclear power plant see REPORT in this issue.) 





*An Iranian delegation from petrochemical industries arrived in Japan to hold 
talks on the petrochemical complex in Imam Khomeyni port. On July 19, a ses- 
sion with Mitsui will be held. The fifth round of talks will be held in Teh- 
ran within next two weeks. (JOMHOURI ISLAMI, July 18, 1982)

Agriculture 


Some 32,000 tractors, 20,000 Romanian machines, 7,000 John Deer and 5,000 Fiat 
machines would be imported through Turkey and divided among the farmers of the 
country, seid Mohammad Shahedi, the technical and engineering deputy of the 
Agriculture and Rural Development Ministry in an interview on June 29, 
Referring to the chaotic import market for agricultural machinery before the 
Islamic Revolution and changes after the revolution he explained how the 
establishment of a mechanization council helped rationalize the market. He 
elaborated that the council had been formed recently and included experts and 
professors of universities for making decisions of purchasing the machines and 
on their usage in the country. Dr Shahedi, in another part of his interview, 
said that according to scheduled program for achieving independence in the next 
ten year. Themachines which had been chosen for use in the country were tech- 
nologically simple and could also be produced in the country. He added that if 
the Industries Ministry of the country prepared a good program, after ten years 
[ran would be independent in producing simple agricultural machines and tractors. 


Gas 


The Oil Minister's natural gas undersecretary, Jamshid Sardari, in a press 
conference (on July 7), stated that Iran has not exported gas to USSR since 
February 1980. He added that Iran previously signed a contract with the Soviet 
Prime Export firm to build a second pipeline, but upon its cancellation the USSR 
reimbursed Iran approximately $10 million. He further added that Iran did not 
agree with USSR on the price of exported gas but once the Soviet Union accepted 
Irans prices, Iran would resume its gas exports to the USSR. 


Shipping 


Under barter agreements signed recently, Iran will use oil to buy ships from 
Greece and Yugoslavia as well as to pay for chartering and repair of vessels 
and technical assistance. For exporters to Iran the expansion plans would mean 
more FOB trading and less CIF. To date only a few suppliers, such as Talbot, 
The British subsidiary of Peugeot, have been able to sell to Iran on an FOB 


basis. 
Trade Ties 


China: Abbasali Zali, the Deputy Agricultural Minister, left Tehran for the 
People's Republic of China, on July 15, 1982 to discuss the expansion of econo- 
mic, commercial, and technical relations. The delegation intends to review the 
exchange ot various experiences with Chinese authorities and investigate 
Chinese economic facilities. The first round of negotiations between the 
representatives of the two countries was held on July 18, 1982 (KAYHAN, 

July 18). The Iranian delegation includes representatives from the Ministry 

of Agriculture and Rural Development, Commerce, as well as the responsible 
persons from centers of preparation and distribution of chemicals, machinery, 
small industries and copper industries. The present talks centered on bilater- 
al potentials for expanding economic relations. Moreover the members of the 
Iranian delegation are to participate in talks with their Chinese counterparts 
in the areas of agriculture, industry and ccnserce. 
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Uruguay: Exports of Uruguayan meat to Iran have started. According to this 
pact Uruguay would export some 16,500 tons of beef to Iran before the end of 
1982. This amount of meat is valued at $430 million. 


Turkey: The first series of tractors purchased from Turkey arrived in Iran on 
July 16, 1982. By March 1983 a total of 12,000 tractors will have arrived in 
Iran in accordance with a barter trade agreement. The agreement was signed 
last March. 


Pakistan: The Pakistani Ambassador to Tehran, Abdulmelek Khatak met and con- 
ferred with the Energy Minister Dr Hasan Ghafuri Fard on July 10, 1982. In 
this meeting the expansion and cooperation on technical and economic fields 
between the two countries, were discussed. Also on July 5, 1982 the Ambassa- 
dor in a meeting with CBI governor, Nurbakhsh said that the Islamic Revolution 
was the factor leading to the stabilization and expansion of Iran-Pakistan 
economic relations. In this meeting the further expansion of bilateral econo- 
mic, banking and cultural relations were confirmed by both sides. 


Bangladesh: The expansion of mutual relations between the IRI and Bangladesh 
were discussed in a meeting between Iranian charge d'Affaires to Bangladesh 
and General Mohammad Hossein Ershad head of the Bangladesh military government 
on July 9, 1982. 


People's Democratic Republic of Yemen: A high-ranking people's Democratic 
Republic of Yemen delegation headed by the industries Minister and head of 
the Oil Council of PDRY arrived in Tehran on July 17, 1982. The mission is 
to conduct talks on economic matters, 


Yugoslavia: The Ambassador of Yugoslavia to Tehran, Edvard Kljun met and held 
talks with the undersecretary of Agro-Industrial Affairs, Abdul Azim Adnani 

on July 17, 1982. In this meeting, bilateral cooperaticn in the food indus- 
try was discussed. 


Construction 


*The provincial officials in Bakhtaran Province will start rehabilitation 
program for the province as of July 10, after some months since the war was 
imposed on Iran by the Baghdad regime. The Governor General of the province, 
Ali-Akbar Rahmani, said that a little more than seven billion rials had been 
appropriated for rehabilitation programs in the border province of Bakhtaran. 
He said the towns of Gilan-Gharb and Sar-e Pol-e Zahab would be constructed 
first. The province official said the border town of Qasr-Shirin had been so 
badly levelled to the ground that it would take at least six months to remove 
the debris and to carry away the earth, scraps and rubble. 





‘Some $200 million will be put at the disposal of the Commerce Ministry to 
obtain the required materials for the renovation of war-stricken areas. The 
cement required would be purchased from Turkey on a barter basis.

ENERGY ALTERNATIVES PURSUED AS OIL DRILLING LANGUISHES 
Deep-Drilling Potential 
Tel Aviv YEDL'OT AHARONOT in Hebrew 21 May 82 Weekend Supplement p 8 


[Article by Yisrael Tomar: "Prospect for Oil Strike Only at Depth of 
6,000 Meters" ] 


[Text] What would a serious businessman do upon receiving a proposal to in- 
vest $48 million with better-than-average prospects for gaining from this in- 
vestment a sum of $22 billion? 


Yes, we are talking about a prospect and not a sure thing. There is also 
some risk in this undertaking. Unquestionably, this is a sizable bet that 
has now been proposed to Israel. 


A Visionary 


Some months ago--on 23 Febiuary this year--Yosi Langotzky, general manager of 
the Petroleum Investments Company, sent a memorandum to Dr Eliezer Barak, 
director general of the National Petroleum Company. These two are at odds 

and barely on speaking terms. Possibly because of this situation of deterior- 
ated relations, the memorandum was not given serious attention at the holding 
company, in addition to which Yosi Langotzky has a reputation for being a 
"ousher," a dreamer with a light tongue. But the problem is of sufficient 
importance to bring the contents of the memo to public attention, particularly 
since in recent days the aroma of oil is once again rising in our nostrils in 
the wake of indications brought to light in the Tzuq Tamrur drilling near Arad 
and in the Tzemah drilling to the south of the Sea of Galilee. 


Langotzky's memo, which is being made public here for the first time, deals 
with the need to implement the recommendations of experts of worldwide repute 
regarding very deep drilling--more than 6,000 meters--after it has become clear 
that only at such depths is there any prospect of finding relatively large 
petroleum reserves. 


Langotzky writes in his memo of 23 February 1982: "We now have four prospects 
for deep targets (more than 6,000 meters) that are ready for drilling, and in 
every one of these prospects there is a chance of a petroleum/gas reserve ex- 
ceeding 100 million barrels. In other words, reserves that may contain 
petroleum or gas with a total value of several billion dollars." 
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Langotzky again emphasizes that the need to carry out deep drilling operations 
is not the result of any scientific ideology but rather a product of reality. 
Without neglecting the continuation of searches at shallow and medium depths, 
he urges that the center of gravity be moved "to the very great depths," 

which have not received the attention and the priority they deserve. He de- 
manded special and urgent consultations on this matter. 


In the meantime, the call of the director of the Petroleum Investments Company 
did not reach a sympathetic ear, as has become clear from his appearance this 
week before a Knesset committee for government audit that was dealing with the 
activities of his company. The single drilling apparatus that can reach such 
depths (MSK-1500) has been idle for almost a year now because there are no 
funds available to finance such deep drillings, which must cost about $10 mil- 
lion each. As a result, the option of obtaining a second drilling rig for such 
deep drillings was recently canceled. 


Optimistic View 
Is this concept some sort of personal idosyncrasy of Yosi Langotzky? 


All the foreign experts who have been invited over the past decade and who have 
been asked to render an opinion on the petroleum potential of Israel within 
the Green Line have rendered an optimistic view. The most famous among then, 
James Wilson, chief geologist of Shell, was the author (in 1979) of a report 
on the assessment of the petroleum and gas potential of Israel. He deter- 
mined that there was a 30-percent probability for the discovery of petroleum 
or gas within the territory of Israel in a quantity of 330 million barrels. 

At a probability of 10 percent, the potential amount is several times larger, 
up to 2 billion barrels. 


In addition, according to Mr Wilson, the probability of discovering oil in the 
Dead Sea area is far greater and approaches 75 percent, up to a potential of 
135 million tons of petroleum. The assumption of Wilson was that such reserves 
can be uncovered and exploited, particularly through drillings of far greater 
depths than had been carried out up to then, by means of modern technology 

and with reasonable monetary investment. 


All the geological surveys that have been conducted since then have confirmed 
the conclusion that if there is petroleum in sizable quantities it is to be 
found mainly at great depths. 


Since the establishment of the state, more than 300 drillings have been under- 
taken, but they have been concentrated in small areas and at relatively 
shallow depths. 


Most geologists in Israel concur that there is oil at great depths in Israel. 
The argument is only over how much petroleum there is and where--and against 
‘his background there are quite a few "battles of the geologists." 


Not "Dry" 


"Whoever says that there is no petroleum is ignoring the facts," says Dr David 
Niv, a veteran geologist now engaged in offshore searches for petroleum. 
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Although, aside from the Heletz field, there have not been any dramatic dis- 
coveries of oil until now in the country, even the explorations to date have 
not been totally "dry": 


The Sadot gasfield, which has been fully exploited and brought $60 million to 
the national treasury. 


In the Sodom Plain, at the Amatzyahu-1 site, the presence of shallow gas was 
located. 


At the Nutra drillingsite a prospect was indicated for the discovery of gas for 
commercial exploitation. 


At the Shikma-l drillingsite a gas reserve exists estimated at 900 million 
cubic feet, and commercial exploitation of this gas has been undertaken this 
year, to be marketed to enterprises on the roads and in the kibutzim of the 
area. 


In the Ashdod region--at the Ashdod-1 drilling site--the existence of gas in 
commercial quantity of up to 200 million cubic feet has been proven and it has 
been marketed to the Matmur mixed enterprise. 


And, of course, the two indications of the past weeks: the drilling at Tzuq 
Tamrur near Arad, which for the past 2 weeks has been yielding some 30 barrels 
of petroleum per day. In the past, in this area, gas in commercial quantities 
had been discovered in the Zohar region and utilized. Clearly, additional 
drilling will go forward in this region for the purpose of improving the 
discovery. 


Even more impressive were the indications of gas discovered and now being in- 
vestigated in a drilling site at Tzemah. This was a practically blind drill- 
ing. For until now there has been virtually no examination of the valley re- 
gion between Eyn Gedi and the Sea of Galilee. The Tzemah site will have far 
reaching implications for the continuation of searches in all of this new sec- 
tor of the valley. 


Incidentally, Dr Niv had an interesting encounter some months ago. The Egyptians 
tinished drilling at Lake Bardwell, Tina-l, and announced the discovery of an 

oil field with a potential yield of 100,000 barrels per day. The well they 
drilled at Tina-l yielded some 5,000 barrels per day. It turns out that as 

far back as the end of 1967 David Niv had proposed drilling in this area be- 
cause of a mishap the drillingwas interrupted and never completed. 


In any event, over the course of the years subsequent to his original recom- 
mendation, about 15 years ago, Dr Niv has bombarded the authorities with memos 
and has recommended the start of drilling in the sea, but his recommendations 
have not found an attentive ear. 


Personal Conflicts 
All the experts agreed, about 15 months ago, that to find a satisfactory answer 


to what quantities of oil exist in Israc!1, it would be necessary to carry 
out about 100 drillings at an overall investment of more than $200 million. 
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llowever, only a mere 20 drillings have been undertaken in this plan. This year, 
the scope of the explorations, despite all of the encouraging indications, will 
be even smaller--only about 15 land drillings. 


The activity in the discovery of petroleum in this country is characterized by 
an appalling lack of consistency. At times there is a revival of petroleum 
exploration, even an upswing. Then the matter is dropped againand the system 
becomes complicated and disorganized and the cycle goes on and on. 


At the beginning of the year minister of energy, Yitzhaq Berman, appointed the 
veteran businessman, Abba Frumchenko, as chairman of the board of directors of 
the National Petroleum Company. Mr Frumchenko has no background in the field 
of petroleum (he is one of the owners of Elite), but the hope was that he would 
use his financial connections in the area of petroleum as well and, in particu- 
lar, would bring order to the management procedures within the system. Frunm- 
chenko took the easy way, apparently, and attempted to solve the problems by 
pushing aside Yosi Langotzki, the director general of the Petroleum Investment 
Company,:who in recent years has infused a spirit of life into oil explora- 
tion. This program was frozen. 


In the meantime, because of the personal conflicts in the system, the minister 
of energy appointed Yehezkiel Flumin to investigate the management problems of 
the Petroleum Investment Company. He also asked the director of his ministry, 
Uriel Lin, to investigate the system of mutual relations among the three govern- 
ment companies functioning in this area: The National Petroleum Company, which 
coordinates petroleum exploration in the country and marshals investments; the 
Petroleum Investment Company, which serves as the activator of petroleum 
exploration and deals with the practical application of the explorations; and 
the Lapidot Group, which provide drilling and related services. The entire 
system has been functioning within this framework for about 7 years now, and 

at present there is a tendency at the top echelon of the Energy Ministry to 
return to unification. If this tendency is indeed implemented, it is almost 
certain that the oil production branch in the country will once again be de- 
activated for an extended period. 


The impression is that Minister Berman has changed the order of priorities of 
his ministry. During this period of budgetary restraint, he is giving greater 
priority to the advancement of coal programs and of nuclear power stations over 
oil exploration. 


Offshore Prospects 
Tel Aviv YEDI'OT AHARONOT in Hebrew 21 May 82 pp l, 3 
[Article by Yisrael Tomar, economic correspondent, in Jerusalem] 
[Text] Some 30 barrels of good quality petroleum are currently being ex- 
.racted daily from the Tzuq Tamrur I drilling site and this amount is within 
the profitability and commercial margin. This was reported yesterday by a 


spokesman of the Energy Ministry. However, there has as yet been no full 
summary of the economic implications of the drilling, and the spokesman said

that only after examination of all of the promising layers discovered there 
would it be possible to determine its character and whether it might be 
profitable to sink any additional wells in the area. These explorations will 
terminate within 6 weeks. 


A group of foreign investors is prepared to undertake a search for petroleum 
in the sea opposite the shoreline of Israel. The investors are Jews from 
California and Canada who have joined together in the Kosyca Company. This 
company has obtained a concession for drilling in three offshore areas, and 

is at present completing preparations for that purpose. About 6 months ago, 
the Egyptians discovered oil in the sea, at Lake Bradville, from which well 
they are extracting oil. From the first well there, Tina I, some 5,000 bar- 
rels daily. In Israel it is assumed that this drilling was based on research 
and data assembled by Israeli geologists. Dr Dov Niv, director of the marine 
geology department of the Geological Institute, who, as far back as 1967 recom- 
mended experimental drillings in the area from which the Egyptians are now 
pumping oil, is today recommending concentration of oil explorations in the 
sea west of Rafiyah, because the depth of the water in this area is only 
between 150 and 300 meters. Drillings in the sea north of this area will be 
complicated inasmuch as in the Ashkelon-Ashdod area the ocean floor drops 
steeply to a depth of up to 700 meters, and today petroleum is being extracted 
from the sea only up to a depth of 350 meters. Dr Niv notes that the Egyptian 
discovery reinforces the estimate that the eastern basin of the Mediterranean 
Sea is a petroleum region.

WIND TURBINE DEVELOPMENT--A large wind turbine to provide electric power will 
be set up in Israel in 1985 as a first step in establishing a system of such 
turbines to integrate with the supply system of the electric company. Minis- 
ter of Energy Yitzhaq Berman decided on this system following the recommenda- 
tions of a steering committee for the utilization of wind power that had been 
established in his office, The estimate is that a system of wind turbines 
throughout the country will be able to supply some 10 percent of the electri- 
cal needs of Israel in the decade of the nineties. The committee, headed by 
the chief scientist of the Energy Ministry, Prof Hayin ‘Ilta, recommended that 
at the start a single wind turbine be set up as a model for researching the 
problems involved in this area.

GHASSAN TUWAYNI ON CONDITIONS OF, PROSPECTS FOR SOUTH 
Paris AL-NAHAR AL-'ARABI WA AL-DUWALI in Arabic No 258, 12-18 Apr 82 pp 43-50 
[Excerpts] 3. The South and the Lebanese Issue 


While Lebanon's cry in the Security Council "Let my people live" is the slogan 
with which we started and did not succeed...another cry was also uttered in the 
Security Council and it achieved no result except to record an attitude that is 
expected of those who participate. What follows are excerpts from Lebanon's 
speech on 21 May 1979. 


"The Palestinians in my country are a rebellion in emigration. Their hope and 
our hope in particular is to put an end to their emigration so that they can 
return to their land. However, only peace, not a continuation of violence and 
terrorism, can bring their rebellion to an end, What happened between the 
Palestinians and the Lebanese will be remembered in our history as an earth- 
quake unequaled in modern history. We are therefore determined that it not be 
repeated. Within the framework of Arab solidarity the Lebanese and the Pales- 
tinians are now committed to make peace just as they are committed to protect 
the sovereignty of Lebanon, its undisputed restoration, over all the Lebanese 
territory. We are expecting from our friends and from international society 
that they comprehend with us the objectives of this commitment and that they 
submit one more time, that if there is no peace in Lebanon, there will not be 
nor can there be nor allowed to be peace anywhere else in the Middle East. 


"As for the Christians in southern Lebanon, I say that they are first and fore- 
most Lebanese citizens, that neither their patriotic honor nor their future 
aspirations permit anyone to look upon them as tools serving the strategic 
interests of Israel. Their problem is one of the results of the war that Leba- 
non has lived through. Therefore, their fears and concerns and interests cannot 
reasonably be expected to influence them to become what Israel is striving for-- 
instruments in the game of division and instability. Their only future lies 

in restoration of the independence and sovereignty of Lebanon. As for their 
present security, there is no better guarantee than the United Nations Forces 
replacing the disguised occupation of their homeland. Lebanon will not allow, 
nor can it ever allow, any part of the South to be detached or separated from 
the historical Lebanese body. A sacrifice like this is beyond our ability to 
endure. If anyone imagines such endurance or imposes it some day, a new war 
will break out in the South inco which the Lebanese, all the Lebanese together, 
will plunge to preserve the South for the Lebanese and for the Lebanese living 
there by themselves, with no others, in freedom, security, and honor." 
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The address continues: 


"The result of this situation is that when we discuss the problem of the South, 
it is the Lebanese questions that we actually find ourselves raising in the 
Security Council. And every effort now made to preserve the unity of Lebanon, 
restore its authority, and extend its sovereignty will be futile if we permit 
the South to explode because a war that we allow to flare up in the South will 
drive us to another war, and so Lebanon will gradually again become the battle- 
field it was during the last 5 years." 


You wonder whether they were a spring night's dreams? 


Or are they in fact the true picture of the reality, but what hides it from our 
view and prevents us from completely enjoying its benefits is the absence of a 
national strategy which imposes the legality of Lebanon first on the Lebanese 
and then imposes it with them on the rest of the people. 


The southern problem is a test of the ability of Lebanon to sustain a policy that 
aims at the restoration of its sovereignty and preservation of its unity and 
independence...not only because of the danger of an occupation of partition or 
settlement or colonization but making Lebanon's borders an object of discussion 
will open the gate because all of Lebanon's borders--north and south, east and 
west--would be an object of discussion. 


This is the first thing. Second: To those who said, and still say, the Leban- 
ese war, or rather the war the Lebanon has lived through, was caused by the 
Palestinian presence, to them we say this is the very logic that must lead them 
to admit there is no solution to the Lebanese problem at the expense or the 
South or apart from it because the real war is there. So we cannot search for 
peace in any other place and allow the war to continue and its flames spread 
and think we are safe from its evil. 


Objectively, it remains for us to record here the following characteristics of 
the southern problem in order to complete the picture. 


(1) We meet in the South all the sects that make up Lebanon. Thus, it forms 

a miniature Lebanon that influences the greater Lebanon because of everything 
that occurs in it, aside from the fact that whenever these sects are in a cri- 
sis, the infection of the currents that move it equally from within and without 
is transmitted to the Lebanese body. 


(2) If the South is lost as a land, then the issue will shift with the emi- 
grants to the surviving portion of Lebanese land with rebellions and wars 
breaking cut in it--economic, social, political--not to mention the loss of 
population equilibriumand disturbance of all the cultural balances, etc. 


(3) There is no other place than the South in which there meet all the forces 
struggling for the Lebanese arena and in the Middle East from Israel and the 
Palestinians to the Soviet Union and United States through Syria, Iraq, Libya, 
Iran, Jordan, the Gulf, and all those who carried a gun or called for faith 

or scattered money or mobilized men. If anyone seeks to separate the Lebanese 
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problem from the Middle East problem, the attempt has to start right there, not 
by amputating the South but by treating the problem in such a way that it 
doesn't become an expedient for dealing with all the other problems and an en- 
try into every war. It has already become the only front for confronting 
Israel, in fact, the front of all confrontations after all the other fronts 
conciuded a truce or made peace with each other. 


4. Lebanon and the Strategy of War and Peace 


We return now to the starting point of this speech. It is now appropriate for 
us to try to define the goals of the policy we are urging and to outline some 
of the things that execution of this policy may entail. If I speak candidly, 
it is because I don't want anyone to think or charge that when Lebanon calls 
for a comprehensive Arab strategy, it does so out of weakness or obseqiousness 
or search for an escape. 


1 am therefore among those who out of a desire (to maintain) the honor of the 
Lebanese government and the credibility of its word urge that Lebanon take the 
initiative in presenting, suggesting, and pursuing this strategy while defin- 
ing its role in it without an inferiority complex or feeling of guilt. Unless 
we do that, the war will continue and our agony will continue and we will keep 
watching so that whenever the time of decision comes, it will be at our expense. 


This is naturally not the place to lay down, or even attempt to lay down, a 
comprehensive Arab strategy with its Lebanese application because that would 
be no more than a literary exercise. However, what we can try to propose 
here are the Lebanese objectives of the hoped for strategy and present our 
views on the positions and actions that concern us as a basis for discussion. 


(1) Announcement of Lebanon's commitment to the Palestine cause and establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state as a definitive national commitment without hypo- 
crisy, detours or evasions and the shaping of Lebanon's policy accordingly. 


(2) Announcement of Lebanon's readiness to participate actively, completely, 
and in practical ways in any Palestinian war with the right to share in decid- 
ing on this war, studying its appropriateness, and determining its objectives. 
fois with the knowledge that Lebanon's obligation to the truce with Israel 

shall not be nullified by this announcement because its actual authority is 
natural!» ao more derived from Lebanon than it is from the confrontation states. 
On the contrary, it provides less protection for Lebanon than do the agreements 
made with the confrontation states. 


(3) Properly preparing Lebanon to participate in the fifth Palestinian war by 
creating an army will add two main things to the principles now relied on: 
immediate compulsory mobilization and development of the army in the direction 
ot a people's army. This is something that is absorbed into the military es- 
tablishment of all armed forces and militias regardless of the authority under 
which they function. 


In a country like Lebanon, a professional army is not enough to defend the home- 


land. It is essential for us to understand i::st what a people's army is; it is 
one in which every citizen has been trained to the point where he is able to 
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change in less than 24 hours into a soldier who knows his place and his role 
when he is summoned. 


In return, the regular army in peacetime can, even without burdening the bud- 
get of a small country, perform a developmental role by keeping to build farm 
roads and construct bridges, engage in afforestation projects, and build 
shelters and fortifications. 


The situation was impossible before a spiritual relationship developed between 
the army and the people but the situation has become possible toda’ indeed it 
is necessary to enhance the relationship and strengthen it, then strengthen the 
Lebanese's attachment to his land. 


(4) Transfer of the troops to a fortified area under the supervision of the 
Lebanese authorities alone. This is to be done by rebuilding villages of the 
Israeli type capable of self-defense. 


Lebanese border villages cannot become a loose, tasty morsel, a submissive 
victim satisfied, after all the hostilities have ceased, with charity and the 
splashing of a few dirhems on its wounds. 


It remains thus neither residential nor prosperous in view of its human condi- 
tion and way of life and, naturally, not economically. 


The border villages must be transformed into something like the Israeli settle- 
ments on the other side of the borders in occupied Palestine, 


True fortresses, every house a fortress. 


Gardens tended by the best of men, with a hoe in the hand and a gun on the 
shoulder, who drive a tractor the way they drive a tank. 


Water, electricity, and wealth coming from the ground that does not bestow 
gifts of strength. 


The southerners long to die for their land instead of living--and dying--and 
their souls yearn for such a paradise that is in the occupied land, with con- 
stant resentment at the government, whichdoes not know how to give them water 
and irrigate their lands. So how then will it protect them?! 


(5) Doing awaywith all the Palestinian armed groups and incorporating them 
into an organized liberation army housed in regular barracks and subordinated 
to a joint Arab command, including the Lebanese command, so that it will have 
in Lebanon, in accordance with military needs and military needs alone, only 
the rights of allied armies in states that respect themselves and their sove- 
reignty with all that that entails in the way of duties. We ignore here any 
conflict between the logic of the state represented by the Lebanese Army and 
the logic of the rebellion that motivates the Palestinian resistance groups 
to operate. The future Palestinian Army will be completely subject to the 
terms of the truce agreement just as the Palestinian Liberation Army in Syria 
is subject to the terms of similar agreements and regulations. As for the 








Fedayeen, they are to move to their natural area of operations in the occupied 
territories and clothed in the way such operations are clothed everywhere, i.e., 
in total secrecy and concealed revolutionary work. 


(5) Appeal to the PLO to form a Palestinian government in exilc (this was 
originally a Soviet suggestion that was adopted first by Algeria) committed to 

a comprehensive Arab policy as part of settlement so that the Palestinians may 
prepare themselves in this way to enter into peace negotiations with the desired 
diplomatic credibility or be in a better position to share in the responsibility 
that will devolve upon them in the war of liberation if there are no peace 
negotiations. Lebanon will be among the first to recognize the future 
Palestinian rights as it performs its unique role in propagandizing their 

cause. Relations between Lebanon and the Palestinians will then be conducted 
within the natural framework existing between two governments without either 
attracting, or trying to attract, to itself the people of the other government 
or some of the people and their parties. 


(7) Organization of Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian relations within a secure 
balanced triangular framework in which the rights and duties of the three 
parties are equal, each according to its capabilities, with Lebanon retain- 
ing its right--and no one else--to control its land, its policy, and its 
security. 


[If these are the Lebanese objectives of the desired Arab strategy, why then are 
we calling for the Lebanese problem to be separated from the Middle East prob- 
lem, for achieving peace in Lebanon does not await a comprehensive peaceful 
solution to the Middle East problem? 


The answer requires us to go beyond slogans to the reality. As for the reality, 
our objective analysis of it is as follows: 


(1) The Palestinian war is continuing in Lebanon and it will continue until 
Lebanon enters this war with its own troops instead of being the battlefield. 
It has no role in the war except to contain it and suffer the consequences. 


(2) A decision on war will not mean entering the war except if it occurs. 
And if it oceurs, Lebanon's suffering the consequences this time will not wait 
‘or a Lebanese decision. It is preferable for Lebanon to prepare and collect 


the characteristics of participationand decision in its hand so that it will 
retain its sovereignty and freedom of decision. 


(3) Who does not participate in the war does not participate in the peace. 


therefore, Lebanon will not have any share in the peace and nor will it have 
any role in the peace by which to protect itself and its land and its sovereign- 
ty unless it has a share in preparing for war and then in entering it, should 


it occur, that is equal to its yearning for peace and its claims on it. 


(4) Peace in Lebanon is getting lost, in fact is lost as long as it is 
artificial, as long as Lebanon is considered weak. Thus, the only assurance 
of Lebanese peace inside the country is to prepare for war outside of it. A 
foreign war will halt a domestic war because it alone will restore to the 
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Lebanese forces their cause, i.e., the cause of Lebanon, and will permit 
their desired patriotic participation in the Arab cause so that Lebanon will 
not be isolated or its Arab war continue inside its house. 





(5) Creation of the Lebanon force that we desire will not only give Lebanon 
the right to speak but also enable it to refute the arguments of those who 
consider it not beneficial to them or a danger to them. It will no longer be 
compelled to ask permission of anyone to extend its authority over its land 
and protect its people, boundaries, and institutions. Moreover, the existence 
of Lebanese forces stronger than the guest forces is the only guarantee 
against the domination of the latter by virtue of the dynamics of its presence 
regardless of any agreements. 


We must clearly announce the abandonment of the logic which believes it is 
possible for the state to continue to coexist with the rebellion and for the 
army to coexist with irregular armed groups. If the state becomes a strong 

and powerful state, it will then speak ot the rebellion from a position of 

power or if the state is deemed weak, the rebellion will devour and blow it up. 
Everything that happened in 1975 will happen again, this time on a larger scale, 
and the outcome will be decisive and final. No one can calculate the conse- 
quences. 


The existence of Lebanon is in danger and the danger is from the enemy nearby. 
This is by virtue of his existence and responsibilities and his nature and 

that is by virtue of his ambitions. Instead of the Palestinians being a 

problem in Lebanon, their cause should be the cause of Lebanon without distor- 
tion or deceit or swindle in order to protect Lebanon and the Palestinian cause 
at the same time. Instead of Syria and its security being a Lebanese problem, 
it should be a cause for which Lebanon is working within a framework of partner- 
ship far from the specter of trusteeship and mutual fear. 


These are the geographic and strategic principles that impose upon Lebanon, 
as they impose upon Syria and the Palestinians, the balance of a security 
triangle. When we accept this principle and prepare ourselves to apply ‘t, 
we will no longer have to bear the responsibility for the partnership without 
its benefits, not to mention the advantages. This is because Lebanon has one 
enemy--Israel--but he has allies and brothers with whom it is difficult to 
deal. 


What if the Arab states do not accept these principles and objectives and 
what if they regard our proposals and demands for a joint Arab strategy as 
a form of weakness and flight from reality? 


gefore answering these questions and attempting to describe the choices they 
will impose on Lebanon at that time, we must bear in mind that this entire 
discussion, like the discussion of the Middle East crisis and the solution to 
the Palestinian problem and Lebanese self-determination, is not taking place 
in avacuum but ts rooted in the international reality and what is called the 
game of nations. What is this game? 
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Brietiy, we beiieve there are four parties in addition to the Arab parties who 
are contesting among us and against us in varying degrees for power and atten- 
tion. 


(1) The Soviet Union and its world. It supports the rebellion but does not 
want war. War means confrontation with the United States. The reins of deci- 
sion must be in the hands of Moscow and Washington, not in our hands or in the 
hands of the Arabs. Hence, the actual Soviet role is provocation but only to 
a certain point beyond which no one is allowed to go. 


(2) The United States does not support the rebellion nor does it support the 
war, but it uses the limited, completely contained war just as Moscow uses the 
rebellion, i.e., as an instrument for pressure and provocation. It will pre- 
vent war from reaching the red line, the line of danger of confrontation with 
the Soviet Union. Similarly, it protects the rebellion, which it does not sup- 
port sufficiently to maintain it, while it prepares to assume, if necessary, 
the role of conciliator. Moreover, the United States knows that just as war 
brings the Arabs closer to Moscow, peace brings the Arabs closer to the United 
States. 


(3) Europe. Its role is secondary as far as the consequences are concerned, 
but primary with respect to its interests and freedomof action. Theretore, 
Europe will keep an eye on the Arabs and an eye on Moscow in such a way that 
its role brings it closer to its interests here and its security there. 
However, the European difference is that the key to its activities will be 
outside of the Middle East and outside of the Soviet World, although it is 
striving to use the two parties’ acceptance of it with the third big party, 
i.e., the United States. 


(4) Nonaligned nations, including the Islamic world and China. They are 
natural allies. However, what we can expect from them depends not only on 
what we give them but on the way in which we formulate what we are asking 
from them, i.e., what we are asking ior ourselves, This group, due to its 
poverty (few of the nations are rich), is generally torn between the attrac- 
tiveness of the USSR as a revolutionary regime and the potentialities of the 
United States as a means of assistance in development, 


Within the framework of this reality, what fate awaits Lebanon if it does not 
act and what are its options? 


[nm our view, thore are four possible mode]s of the Lebanese future if it is 
unable to emerge from this quagmire in which it is living and proceed to 
create an effective strategic role. 


(1) Arab Finland. The Finnish model combines self-government with neutrality. 
Hence, Lebanon will become a state without a role and continue to survive be- 
cause of tolerance for its existence unless it wages war. 


(2) Poland of the East. It is a state filled with hopes of liberation, but 


it has allies able to help it te the extent that it can survive in a state of 
ferment and perhaps rebellion but not able to triumph over its rulers, 
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(3) Cyprusized Ireland. It is a state in which rebellion, like terrorism and 
a war of liberation and occupation, becomes a permanent phenomenon to which the 
world grows accustomed and accepts as a tragedy of history to which there is 
no solution and from which there is no escape except when God's will is done. 


(4) A second West Berlin. This model means that there is at the same time a 
Western obligation to preserve a social and political system different from 
that around it. But there is also an international guarantee in which the 
giants of this environment share, as the Soviets share, in guaranteeing the 
present life of the German city in their territory, semi-independent. How- 
ever, the model makes necessary beyond what derives from the power to withstand 
a challenge--it makes necessary the existence of an international agreement and 
collective world belief that the new Berlin has these justifications for exis- 
tence and the ability to serve and play a unique role,

Lebanon today is in such danger as it has never been before in its modern his- 
tory. However, danger does not mean inev table extinction. Lebanon has powers 
of resistance that enabled us to overcome 7 years of wars and uprisings during 
which we built more than they and we destroyed. We found ourselves stronger 
than those who considered us weak and more powerful than those who brought us 
these wars. 


Perhaps the great source of hope is that the Lebanese crisis, despite its 
gravity, is still less complicated than any other crisis in the area and 
Lebanese toughness, the toughness of the people and the regime, offers a 
better guarantee than any other toughness. Similarly, the dangers that sur- 
round us are still not as great as the dangers surrounding others. Our sal- 
vation then lies in our own hands, in our regaining the freedom of decision, 
in our belief that we really can do that. We calculated from that power that 
others still need Lebanon more than Lebanon needs others and our ability to 
affect the fate of others is greater, negatively and positively, than the 
ability of others to shape our fate unless we care little for our fate and 
divine decree.

AMERICAN COLLUSION WITH ISRAEL CRITICIZED

Against the Palestinian and Lebanese People With the Knowledge of the United 
States } 


[Text] The conspiracy to destroy the Palestinian people and their leadership, 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, as well as the conspiracy of "Zionizing" 
Lebanon is very old. Its origin can be traced to the time when Moshe Dayan 
suggested to Moshe Sharett, then the Israeli Foreign Minister, to look for a 
Christian Maronite officer in order to solve the Lebanese crisis by creating a 
Maronite State allied with Israel and to end the Palestinian problem through 
total liquidation. 


However the elements of the conspiracy which Washington conceived since Ronald 
Reagan took over the American presidency go back to January 1982. The incentive 
and the impetus for ending the Lebanese crisis and for destroying the Palestin- 
ians [can be attributed to] the presence, at that time, of two Jewish-Israeli- 
American individuals: Edward (Lutfan), the Israeli agent, and Richard Allen, 
Reagan's deposed national security adviser; both of whom laid the groundwork for 
the plan which is being carried out now. 


Since Reagan came to Washington, and even during the election battle for the 
American presidency, Ronald Reagan has been reiterating the Zionist strategy in 
all of his speechs. Hence he considered the Palestine Liberation Organization 

a terrorist organization and nothing but a gang of murders. Furthermore, Reagan 
will not change his perceptions for a long time to come. Such declarations have 
been clearly illustrated and manifested in the actions and practices of the 
American State Department. 


During the past month Ari‘el Sharon, the Zionist Defense Minister, went on a 
visit to Washington and to other parts of the United States. Sharon was carry- 
ing with him maps of the invasion plan aimed at iiquidating the Palestinian 
people and also aimed at settling the Lebanese crisis through "Zionizing" 
Lebanon and creating a Maronite state which Moshe Sharett talked about in his 
memoirs. 


During his stay in Washington, Sharon met with Alexander Haig and his Zionist 
advisers as well as with the visible personaiities at the White House, and of 
course he also met with the important newspaper and magazine editors. All of 
this was done in order to lay the groundwork for this detrimental military 
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campaign against the “other" Lebanon and the Palestinian people who have taken 
refuge there. 


And indeed Washington and the Reagan administration agreed on implementing that 
plan. In that respect Washington, through the eyes of its intelligence appara- 
tus in the region, was aware of all the Israeli military deployments on the 
Lebanese borders ever since Philip Habib arranged the first cease-fire in July 
of 1981. Despite all of this Washington remained apathetic and did not ask 
Israel to halt the deployment of its forces or the preparation for this deadly 
blow against Lebanon and the Palestine Liberation Organization. 


And then came the incident of the attempted assassination of the Israeli 
Ambassador in London, Shlomo Argov, and at that time the American State Depart- 
ment without any hesitation issued a statement deploring that attempt and 
blaming it indirectly on the prevailing terrorism in the Middle East; it also 
furtively pointed the fingers of blame at the Palestine Liberation Organization 
claiming that it was involved in the operation. The attempt to assassinate 
Argov was the pretext and the excuse which Israel used to direct its stab at 
the heart of Lebanon and the Palestinian people who sought refuge there. 


There are all kinds of evidence and indications which prove that the conspiracy's 
basic elements were planned in Washington and a conspiracy which Israel is now 
implementing in Lebanon. Since the first day of the Zionist attack on Lebanon 
the WASHINGTON POST and the NEW YORK TIMES were putting forward all kinds of 
excuses and justifications for Israel's occupation of Lebanon. Hence the NEW 
YORK TIMES was the first American newspaper which said that "there is no more 
Lebanon from now on" and the WASHINGTON POST just as it had done all along in a 
series of articles for three days presented the Israeli objectives which the 
Israeli Government had announced in its special session and which were sponsored 
by the Israeli Embassy in Washington. Those objectives centered around the 
following four points: 


1. Giving the Israel Defense Forces the go-ahead in order to assure the 
civilian population in Galilee [that they will be out of range of] the terror- 
ists' artillery and gunfire from Lebanon, where the terrorists are present in 
great numbers and where they have their bases and their headquarters. 


2. The name of the operation is "Peace for Galilee." 


3. During this operation the Syrian Army will not be attacked unless it attacks 
the Israel Defense Forces. 


4. Israel continues to strive for signing a peace treaty with an independent 
Lebanon which enjoys its territorial integrity. 


washington was well aware that Israel would not stop its operation of destroying 
.ebanon and liquidating the Palestinian people. Meanwhile the State Department 
continued to call upon the concerned parties to cease their fire. At that time 
Moshe Arens was present at the State Department everyday, and he was also 
available on all the television and radio networks and at press conferences ex- 
plaining the objectives of Operation "Peace for Galilee" which called for the 
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establishment of a 40-kilometer zone clear of Palestine Liberation Organization 
fighters. However, the Israel forces crossed over and went beyond that distance. 
Washington remained apathetic and continued to make excuses and justifications 
for Israel in its continuing military operation. Then there was a cease-fire 
with Syria and all of a sudden there were new interpretations of the cease-fire; 
interpretations which were similar to those made by Ariiel Sharon, Moshe Arens, 
and Menahem Begin and which totally contradicted the Security Council resolu- 
tions. Furthermore, Washington assisted Israel all the way, as was the case 
when Israel expanded its area of control under the original cease-fire. The 
couditions for the first cease-fire were related to the military operations 
against Israei from the Lebanese borders; since the American State Department 
"works" for Israel in Washington, it accepted the Israeli interpretation of 

that cease-fire. 


The new interpretation presented on 11 June by Alan Romberg, the State Depart- 
ment spokesman, linked the Israeli withdrawal from Lebanese territories to the 
process of insuring the non-return of Palestine Liberation Organization forces 
to Lebanon and also linked it to the establishment of a Lebanese State and a 
Lebanese government after conducting elections that would be satisfactory to 
Israel. [The State Department] also approved the continued presence of Israel 
in Lebanon for at least a year so that it could accomplish those objectives. 


In view of Washington's acceptance of Israeli objectives and positions, such 
an acceptance means a permanent occupation of Lebanon and total annihilation 
for every Palestinian there. Add to that the fact that israel requested the 
expulsion of Syrian forces from Lebanon, and there is no doubt that all of 
that has taken place. 


The other side of that collusion and conspiracy with Israel in this military 
operation--the operation for Zionizing Lebanon and annihilating the Palestinian 
people--is manifested in the following: 


l. Washington did not try and does not, at all, wish to condemn the Israeli 
aggression on Lebanon. Such a stand continued throughout a whole week of 
collective killing, shelling, destruction, and annihilation of the Lebanese 


people and the squads of the Palestine Liberation Organization. 
2. On 6 June it was announced in Versailles that Ronald Reagen had sent a 
message to Menahem Begin in whi he requested an immediate cease-fire. It was 


said that he [Reagan] threateneu co cut off military aid to Israel if Habib's 
mission was to fail; Habib was sent immediately to the region. It was also 
announced that Reagan said [in his letter] to Menahem Begin that the US will 
ioin the international community in labeling Israeli an aggressor and in con- 
demning it in tne Security Council. But soon afterward such information was 

no longer to be tound in Washington. On the contrary, the American media 
machine began to justify the military operations against Lebanon and the Pales- 
tinian people and it neglected the other trends [American threats] further 
paving the way for a long Israeli occupation in Lebanon. 


3, Vice President George Bush made various statements--after several meetings 
of the Special Crisis Council [Crisis Management Team] at the White House and 
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only two days after that "storm" had elapsed concerning the cutting off of 
military aid to Israel--those statements all indicated that the US does not 
intend to cut off military aid or supply to Israel. And when the Arab Ambassa- 
dors in Washington learned about Geroge Bush's statements, five of them from: 
Kuwait, Jordan, Lebanon, Bahrain, and Algeria requested a meeting with Mr Bush; 
however, the Vice President's office refused to grant them a meeting and re- 
ferred them to the State Department to meet with the Acting American Secretary 
of State, Walter Stoessel. These Ambassadors did not show any anger or indigna- 
tion towards such treatment. The writer of this report then went to the State 
Department and registered his anger against the prevailing harsh policy within 
the quarters of the American Government regarding all that concerns the Arabs 
and the Arab countries and he protested to the State Department for not honoring 
the Arab Ambassadors’ request. And in less than 24 hours after that protest 

was registered in front of the television cameras and to the press corps, which 
was present at the State Department, George Bush felt embarrassed and invited 
the same Arab Ambassadors to meet with him on Thursday 10 June. 


4. Alexander Haig in his press conference which was held in Bonn, West Germany, 
revealed some astonishing information which, if it proves anything, proves that 
Washington acquiesced during the whole time of the aggressive operations which 
Israel has been waging against Lebanon and the Palestinian people. As we know 
His Majesty the late King Khalid requested that the Saudi Arabian Foreign 
Minister be sent to meet with Reagan in Europe in order to urge him to pressure 
Israel and demand that the butchering be stopped in Lebanon. The details of 

the press conference as expressed in the State Department's document reveals 
another face of the conspiracy. 


After Haig read his official statement he said that he wishes to answer 
questions: 


Question: Can you tell us something about the messages you received today 
from the Saudis? 


Haig's Answer: Yes...the visit of the Saudi Foreign Minister was requested by 
Saudi Arabia two or three days ago in view of the crisis in Lebanon. 


Question: Who requested this meeting with President Reagan? 


Haig's Answer: The Saudi Government requested that [meeting]. His Highness 
(Prince Sa'ud al-Faysal) delivered a verbal message from King Khalid which 
basically expressed extreme apprehension about the deteriorating situation in 
Lebanon and all its future implications. 


Therefore, the conclusion which a sharp observer must draw is that, by waiting 
for three days before answering the urgent request of the Saudi Government to 
weet with the American President in order to urge him to apply some pressure 

n Israel, Washington and Ronald Reagan's administration allowed Israel to 
complete its occupation of Lebanon and to complete the destruction of the very 
foundation of the Central Lebanese Government and to finalize the process of 
annihilation of the struggling Palestinian sons of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 
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it is worth mentioning here that Moshe Arens, Israel's Ambassador in Washington, 
was in constant daily contact with all the officials at the State Department, 
the White House, and the Defense Department. Furthermore, on Saturday 12 June, 
Arens was a guest of his friend Alexander Haig at the State Department at a time 
When he [Haig] had thrown the honor of the Arab Ambassadors along with their 
request for an urgent meeting in the waste basket.

EFFECTIVENESS OF SAUDI PRESSURE ON WASHiNGTON EXAMINED 
Paris AL-MUSTAQBAL in Arabic No 280, 3 Jul 82 pp 24-25

Solution Is Beginning"] 


[Text] At a time when Beirut was experiencing its gloomiest moments last 
Thursday and Friday, experiencing brutal Israeli shelling and raids such as 
no Arab city had ever witnessed before, all eyes were turned to Saudi Arabia 
to see how Washington would respond to its appeal for a ceasefire. Although 
on these 2 days Saudi Arabia was enjoying its weekend, as usual, those who 
were following King Fahd's contact with the American administration alone 
realized the magnitude of the pressure that Ta'if (the Saudi summer capital) 
was bringing to bear on Washington. There had never been more pressure from 
Ta'if than was exerted last Thursday (24 June 1982). This pressure reached 
the point where it was possible for Saudi-American relations to reach a part- 
ing of paths. The situation was such that Saudi Arabia was prepared to with- 
draw a portion of its monetary reserves from American banks and cut off oil 
exports to the United States if Washington didn't intervene quickly and 
coerce Israel to accept a final ceasefire. 


That evening (last Thursday), under the heat of insane Israeli shelling and 
raids on Beirut, a top Saudi official contacted AL-MUSTAQBAL in Riyadh to 
reassure it that some "important and reassuring" news was about to come out 

of Washingten in the next few hours, and that the Saudi capital was awaiting 
this news. Within 24 hours of the Saudi official's words, important and ur- 
gent news came from Washington of the resignation of the U.S. Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig and the appointment of George Shultz to replace him. 
Accompanying this news was word from Beirut saying that American envoy Phillip 
Habib had been able to reach an agreement with Tel Aviv for a total and final 
ceasefire. 


With Haig's resignation and the ceasefire starting to take effect, Saudi offi- 
cials expressed relief. They felt that the situation was beginning to ease 
up. More importantly, Saudi efficials felt that their pressure and efforts 
were starting to bear fruit. 


With respect to Alexander Haig's resignation, the Saudi officials did not 
deny that they had never felt very fondly towards this military man with the 
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high political ambitions. Ever since he visited Riyadh in April 1981, he 

did not make them feel comfortable in dealing with him. These feelings of 
Saudi unease in dealing with the ex-U.S. Secretary of State reached alarming 
proportions during communication by Saudi Arabia with the American adminis- 
tration over Israeli aggression against Lebanon. Throughout this communica- 
tion, high Saudi officials felt that Alexander Haig was directly responsible 
tor the strong American support given to Israel's escalation of its aggres- 
sion against Lebanon, and for backing Israel's drive to wipe out the PLO. 

For this reason Riyadh expressed to the American administration its lack of 
contidence and ease in dealing with Alexander Haig. This is confirmed by the 
fact that political observers noticed that Saudi communication with Washing- 
ton would take place either with President Reagan himself, or with Vice- 
President George Bush, or with William Clark, the National Security Advisor. 
That's why Saudi Arabia greeted the news of Alexander Haig's resignation with 
pleasure. The appointment of George Shultz to replace him made Saudi Arabia 
even more comfortable, since Riyadh regards Shultz as one of U.S. Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinburger's group, a group with good relations with Saudi 
Arabia. Moreover, Shultz had been president of the American Company Bechtel, 
which has projects in Saudi Arabia exceeding $10 billion. Saudi Arabia re- 
garded this step as a great triumph arising out of the pressure it exerted 

on Washington, and the beginning of a shift in the American position. A Saudi 
official source expressed to AL-MUSTAQBAL his hope that Haig's resignation 
would be "the beginning of a new shift in American policy towards the Middle 
East. 


Despite the fact that Saudi officials felt disappointment at America's veto 

in the Security Council of the French plan calling for a ceasefire and the 
withdrawal ot Israeli forces from Beirut and its vicinity to 5 kilometers away 
so as to pave the way for a political solution, Saudi Arabia nonetheless re- 
garded the final ceasefire that was implemented last Friday evening, and which 
Washington was able to pressure Israel into accepting, as an important success 
on the road toward arriving at a political solution over the matter of the 
Palestinian presence in Beirut. Evidently, one of the imvortant results of 
the arrival at a ceasefire was the return of Mr Shafiq al-Wazzan, who had re- 
Signed because he was unable to work and negotiate with the Palestinian leader- 
ship under Israeli threats to assume firing and shelling of Beirut. Informed 
sources in Ta'if said that the Lebanese Prime Minister submitted his resigna- 
tien aiter finding that every time he reached an agreement with the Palestin- 
ians and presented it to American envoy Phillip Habib, the Israelis would 
escalate their shelling and raids on Beirut. This forced al-Wazzan to resign. 


Sources said that after Saudi officials obtained American assurances that 
israel would adhere to a genuine ceasefire this time, Saudi Arabia exercised 
its influence with Prime Minister al-Wazzan to rescind his resignation and to 
join with Sa'ib Salam in efforts to mediate a political agreement that would 
avert a tragedy from happening to Beirut and foil the "Israeli Solution" to 
the problem. 


Sources added that Saudi Arabia, after having proven capable of securing a 
“senuine ceasefire through mediating pressure, has started broad and concen- 
trated action directed at the various Lebanese parties, with the aim of 
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reaching a political solution. The solution aims at securing an honorable 
position for the PLO and the restoration of legitimate authority over all of 
Lebanon. These sources made clear that Saudi officials, through their con- 
tacts with the Lebanese parties, exerted pressure on them to agree in the 
short-run to conditions which the PLO could accept. These sources disclosed 
that the conditions comprise in brief a new agreement to be made between the 
PLO and the Lebanese government. The most important points included in this 
agreement that were put by the resistances leadership are: 


(1) The PLO's right to a political and informational presence in Beirut. 


(2) The PLO's right to a military presence organized in Lebanon through the 
creation of Palestine Liberation Army units in Lebanon. The number of persons 
would be not less than two battalions, linked to the Lebanese Army's command 
which would determine where they would be located and the magnitude of their 
activities (this agreement is the same as the Liberation Army's with Syria, 
Egypt and Jordan). 


(3) The various forces of the Palestine Liberation Army, with its armed 
fedayeen components, will return to their original locations, i.e., the Hutain 
forces return to Syria, the 'Ain Jalut to Egypt, and the Yarmuk to Jordan. 


(4) An orderly process of locating Palestinian civilians in Lebanon, with 
Lebanese pledges that will not be exposed to harm from any Lebanese party. 


An informed Saudi source told AL-MUSTAQBAL that the objective of King Fahd 
ibn ‘Abd al-Aziz and the other Saudi officials is to arrive at a Palestinian- 
Lebanese accord that will foil the Israeli solution and its pretexts for re- 
maining in Lebanon. The source made clear that in the event that such an 
agreement is reached between the PLO and the legitimate authorities of Leba- 
non, then there is no doubt that it will receive international backing and 
support, and especially European pressure on Israel and Washington to accepi 
this solution that is agreed to by the legitimate Lebanese government. In 
this way, the road will be paved for the evacuation of Israeli forces from 
Lebanon, since Israel will have lost its "security" pretexts for remaining 
in Lebanese territory. The source said that Saudi Arabia brought pressure 
to bear at the Lebanese level in order to bring about agreement to this 
solution, after having it be accepted by the PLO. It is an honorable solu- 
tion for the presence in Lebanon and for the restoration of legitimate sover- 
eignty over Lebanese soil. Saudi pressure and contacts went out over the 
entire Lebanese spectrum, and Sa‘ib Salam played an important part, up until 
last Tuesday evening, in bringing about the approval of the Muslim mainstream 
tor the agreement. The informed source disclosed to AL-MUSTAQBAL that Saudi 
pressure and contucts extended to the other Lebanese parties, especially the 
Phalange party, to bring about their acceptance of the agreement, which was 
the condition put by the legitimate Lebanese authorities for signing such an 
agreement. Also participating was ‘Ali al-Sha'ir, Saudi Ambassador to Leba- 
uon, who was present in his country and played a big part in contacting the 
various Lebanese parties and exerting influence over them. While Ta'if was 
fulfilling its role and influencing the Lebanese spectrum, it never for a 
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single day interrupted its contact with Washington and the American administra- 
tion in order to prod it into compelling Israel to adhere to the ceasefire. 
Saudi officials were reassured that Israel would not proceed with the destruc- 
tion of West Beirut, because they realized that Israel would pay an exorbitant 
military price in such an operation, in addition to the success of Riyadh in 
gaining time and thus delaying the attack on Beirut, not to mention interna- 
tional pressure on Israel not to undertake such an operation. Also, the post- 
ponement of the attack has led to domestic pressure within Israel against the 
israeli government to prevent it from occupying Beirut. Moreover, King Fahd 
ibn ‘Abd al-Aziz kept up his contact with President Reagan so that the latter 
would stir Washington's efforts to prevent any obstruction of the political 
solution being sought by Saudi Arabia. For this purpose, the Saudi monarch 
sent a message to President Reagan last Monday evening which brought in its 
wake (last Tuesday morning) a telephone call from President Reagan to King 
Fahd. 


Meanwhile, the political battle being led by Saudi Arabia to find an Arab 
solution to the Lebanese problem after the heroic military battle fought by 
the Palestinian resistance and the joint Lebanese forces in Lebanon over the 
previous days resulted in European repercussions in the form of creating a 
huge European pressure front on Washington and Tel Aviv to facilitate a polit- 
ical resolution of the crisis. In this regard, Saudi Arabia left the way 
clear for the PLO to coordinate with Egypt in proceeding with intensive and 
urgent communication with Paris, London, and Athens to agree on the necessary 
European initiative for backing the political solution. This process of 
coordination was led by Mr Khalid al-Hassan, a member of the Central Commit- 
tee of FATAH, who had been present in Ta'if for the last 10 days to coordinate 
communications between Ta'if and the resistance's leadership in Beirut, on 

the one hand, and between the Palestinian resistance and the Atab and European 
parties, including Egypt and France, on the other. An informed source dis- 
closed that the Palestinian communication with Cairo throughout last week took 
place in order to coordinate with Egypt's political maneuvering with America 
and Europe. This communication had the effect of Egypt embarking on a Euro- 
pean initiative, represented in the visit of Dr Butros Ghali, Egyptian Minis- 
ter of State for Foreign Affairs, to Paris last Tuesday. An informed Pales- 
tinian source disclosed to AL-MUSTAQBAL that the Egyptian minister informed 
French officials of the PLO's acceptance of a new French initiative, backed 

by Europe, that would contain an affirmation of previous French proposals 
calling for the withdrawal of Israel from Beirut and its vicinity, and the 
placement of the Lebanese army to separate Israeli and Palestinian forces. 


In addition, the proposals called for the Lebanese army to enter West Beirut 
and tor the reorganization of the Palestinian presence in Lebanon. Besides 
these provisions, France would issue a new resolution in the Security Council 
pertainin, to the Middle East crisis that would draw on Resolution 242 and 
add to it a paragraph calling for the recognition of the Palestinian people's 
rixht to self-determination. This would facilitate the PLO's acceptance of 
this political solution, not only for Lebanon, but for the Palestinian problem 
itself. The source said that France promised Minister Butros Ghali to launch 
this initiative after contacting its European colleagues. 
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This is what happened at the Lebanese and international level. But what of 
the Arab level? 


Saudi Arabia also took action at the Arab level to keep the Arabs informed 

of the political battle it was waging. Indeed, it was endeavoring to get the 
Arabs to support this battle. For this reason, the communication that took 
place between Ta'if and Riyadh last Friday ended in an agreement to convene 

a conference of foreign ministers in Tunis, and which actually did convene 
last Saturday. That convention led to the formation of a political committee 
composed of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the PLO, Lebanon, Algeria and Syria entrust- 
ed with pursuing the political battle to secure Israeli withdrawal from Leba- 
nese territory, and with supporting the political solution for the problem in 
Lebanon. This committee held its first meeting in Ta'if last Wednesday. 


There is no doubt about Saudi Arabia's success in securing this victory in 

the political battle for a political solution for Lebanon. Diplomatic circles 
in the Saudi capital are confident that the way out of the problem in Lebanon 
will take place next week.

SAUDI PRESS HAILS SIX-POINT PLAN FOR LEBANON

[Text] Riyadh, 31 Jul (SPA)--Saudi newspapers today held a six-point Arab 
plan of action as a practical solution at Arab level to resolve the Lebanese 
crisis and lauded Arab league ministerial committee's keenness to heal Arab 
differences."' AL-JAZIRAH, published here, said the committee's plan was the 
first Arab Arab agreement at an Arab level to seek a solution for the danger- 
ous Arab crisis since the adjournment of the Arab summit at Fes, Morocco 

last year. The paper praised efforts made by committee members, particularly 
Saudi Foreign Minister Prince Sa'ud al-Faysal, to achieve a practical solution 
for the Lebanese crisis. It added that the committee's plan had robbed 
Israel of any justification or pretext to keep its troops in Lebanese ter- 
ritory. 


AL-JAZIRAH noted that the committee's plan had coincided with the UN Security 
Council's discussions on a Franco-Egyptian draft resolution on the Lebanese 
crisis. The paper said the committee's acceptance that the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization (PLO) withdraw from West Beirut had complied with one of 
the important points in the Franco-Egyptian draft resclution. 


"The upcoming phase will be a test for the UN Security Council five permanent 
members' intentions toward a settlement of the crisis," the paper added. The 
paper said the permanent members’ final stand would unveil to the world public 
opinion their good or bad intentions and their assessment of the committee's 
plan of action and the Franco-Egyptian draft resolution. AL-JAZIRAH said if 
the permanent members uccepted the Franco-Egyptian draft resolution, it would 
indirectly mean their recognition of the inalienable rights of the Palestinian 
people. 


Meanwhile, the Jiddah-based Al-Bilad said the committee's plan had set the 
basis of resolving the Beirut crisis and ensuring Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon. The paper noted the Arab action plan was the first step towards 

total stability in Lebanon. It asked whether Israel would agree to withdraw 
from Lebanon and said many of the committee's decisions had refuted the Israeli 
false claims and exposed real facts before the world community. 


AL-MADINAH, published in Jidda, praised the work of the committee and said it 
had exerted great efforts to ensure the security of Lebanon in a responsible 
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way, but the Israeli enemy has continued to carry out its criminal 
plans. 


The Jiddah-based 'Ukaz noted that the PLO's readiness in principle to with- 

draw from Beirut showed that the organisation had opted for a peaceful solu- 
tion and not a military one which could have led to the destruction of West 
Beirut. The paper said PLO withdrawal from West Beirut should be accompanied 


by Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon because this had been one of the organi- 
sation's major demands. 


The Mecca-based AL-NADWA condemned the Israeli "arrogance and aggressive at- 
titude" and said Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin had expressed to de- 
stroy Beirut." The paper noted that Israeli Defence Minister Ari +1 Sharon 
had insisted on the use of internationally-banned weapons against civilians 


in Lebanon. It added that zionist confessions had proved their bad inten- 
tions toward the Arab nation.

SAUDI PRESS SEES PLO POSITION STRENGTHENED BY LEBANON EVENTS

[Text] Riyadh, 30 Jul (SPA)--Saudi newspapers said today Israel's plans to 
annihilate the Palestine commando movement had failed and expressed the belief 
that Saudi Arabia's diplomatic weight had rendered a political settlement in 
the Middle East closer than ever. 


"UKAZ published in Jidda, said "Zionist invasion forces will again violate 

the ceasefire reached in Lebanon not only to impose psychological and military 
pressure on the Palestinian commands but also because Israeli leaders were now 
aware more than ever before that their plans to annihilate the guerrilla 
movement had failed." 


It added that the United States "on which Israel fully depended was not con- 
vinced that it was necessary to reconsider the situation in a manner leading 
to a dialogue with the commando movement in recognising the PLO." 


"UKAZ affirmed that the backing provided by Arab influential countries, 
especiaily the diplomatic weight of the kingdom in support of the Lebanese and 
Palestinian causes, had "made a political solution closer than ever." 


"Israeli violation of the ceasefire was expected, but it will achieve nothing 
for the Israelis and instead will strengthen the PLO position and bring Arab 
views closer on realising the legitimate Palestinian rights," it said. 


AL-JAZIRAH, published in Riyadh, called on the big powers to provide the neces- 
sary international guarantees to bring about full withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from Lebanon. 


[t also expressed the hope that the five permanent members of the UN Security 
Council would back efforts being undertaken by an Arab league ministerial com- 
mittee to help solve the Palestinian and Lebanese problems. 


"The attitude of these council members may play a serious role in determining 
the future of international relations," the paper said. 


AL-JAZIRAH affirmed that the current Lebanese-Palestinian crisis was an in- 
separable part of the Middle East problem which it described as strategic and 
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vital in respect to the interests, security and peace of all countries of 
the world. 


"A settlement of the Middle East problem necessarily means a key to solving 
many problems shrouding international relations, especially between the de- 
veloping and industrialised worlds," it said. 


For its part, the Jidda-published AL-MADINAH newspaper called for “Arab un- 
animity" to put an end to current events in the Middle East. 


It reaffirmed that Israel would not have invaded Arab land or shed Arab blood 
had the Arabs been united. 


"The Arabs should be well aware that liquidating the Palestine cause was the 
earnest desire of enemies of the Arab nation," it said.

[Text] Field Marshal Ja'far Numayri's efforts at lifting the ring of 
encirclement are well known now. He has suffered from isolation on the 
domestic, Arab and international levels. 


There are numerous examples of this: 


On the domestic level, the formulas for reconciliation which he proposed 
were failures. 


Similarly, his play for solidarity in his relations with the Arabs miscarried. 
His economic measures, taken to appease foreign banks and stave off total 
economic collapse, failed. 


Every passing day in which our people in the Sudan combat terror and are 
answered with fascism affirms that the masses are no longer satisfied with 
proclaiming civil revolt. Experience has taught them that this new phase 

has gone beyond the framework of civil revolt by unarmed people against 

armed forces. Similarly, the masses will no lunger wait for the May regime 
to fall Like a rotton apple from a tree. They know that after all the martyrs 
that have been given to the cause, they must address the question of the 
disarray of the forces of the political opposition. This disarray is 
responsibie for the draining of manpower, each one fighting in isolation 

of the other. Drastic measures are called for to enable the Sudanese issue 
to stop being one of negative reactions and to become instead one of positive 
action. 


fhe tramework in which these measures can be carried out lies in a coalition 
of forces to lead the struggle of the Sudanese people. The coalition's 
leadership is provided by the Democratic Unionist Party [DUP], the Arab 
Socialist Ba'th Party, and other parties and fronts representing the entire 
spectrum of the Sudan, including the south. 
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[t was this framework which brought together the opposition forces in the 
northern and southern sectors under the slogan of "a coalition of the Sudanese 
people." It presented a limited program pursuing the following points: 


1. Democratic freedoms, including the freedom to form parties and social 
and professional organizations; freedom of opinion, assembly, the press, 
and movement; and other basic rights. 


2. The right to initiate constitutional institutions on a democratic basis, 
adhering to the rule of law, and respecting the independence of the judiciary 
and universities. 


3. <A Limit to the wasteful expenditure of the state apparatus, and the 
pursuit of an economic and political path leading to economic independence 
and genuine development; the firm establishment of the public sector; a limit 
to foreign indebtedness, and respect for national sovereignty. 


4. An adjustment of the tax system; the supply of basic commodities to 
citizens; a revision of wages; drastic agricultural reform measures aimed 
at increasing production for the benefit of farmers and wage-laborers; 

a commitment to the principle of the national welfare and an end to foreign 
dependence and selling out the country. 


5. An improvement in services and the removal of obstacles faced by citizens 
in pursuit of medical care, education, housing, and transportation. 


6. Building a modern army capable of fulfilling its role of national defense. 


/. Adherence to the Addis Ababa treaties and a measure of balance in economic 
and social development plans, especially in the development of the more 
backward regions, as the only way to achieve national unity. 


8. The proposal of an Arab policy removed from axes and committed to the 
defense of the right of Arabs to their land; to support the Palestinian 
resistance and the Lebanese National Movement; to confront any conspiracies 
aimed at partitioning Lebanon and negotiating away the Palestinian issue; 

to support African liberation movements in their struggle against imperialism 
and racial discrimination. 


This is the minimum program around which republican forces in the Sudan 

have rallied. It is the embodiment of the essence of the coalition guided 
by the DUP leader Husayn al-Hindi who asserted: "The alliance between 
ourselves and the Arab Socialist Ba'th party is a basic and central alliance 
growing stronger every day. It is now many times stronger than it was in 
the past, and it will continue to grow stronger in the future." 


"he Late Husayn al-Hindi summarized the coalition’s pillars as follows: 
1. Agreement to end the rule of the agent in Sudan. 


2. Agreement on Arab unity and Arab nationalism. 
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3. Agreement on the objectives of Arab unity, Arab nationalism, freedom of 
peoples and persons, and democracy. 


4. Agreement on the central issue of Palestine. The Ba'th party's position 
is aligned with our own proposals which were adopted at the Arab summit 
meeting in Khartoum, 1967: "No peace, no negotiations, no recognition, and 
no infringement of the Palestinian issue." 


"An alliance established on this basis can never be weakened. Our alliance 
is basic, central, and lasting. Its pillars are well-known, as is our 
agreement. We adhere to a single line and constitute one single party. 
Those present from the Arab Socialist Ba'th Party are no strangers to the 
DUP, nor is the DUP unfamiliar to them. They have clear and common 
objectives." 


These points, then, are not the product of new and sudden circumstances. 
They are rather a renewal and affirmation (of previously occurring trends). 
They may constitute an evolution tewards a formula for national action. 

We should not suppose, in light of what has occurred in the past, that the 
current popular Sudanese movement is incapable of realizing those goals it 
has set for itself.

WEAPONS, TACTICS IN LEBANESE CONFLICT COMPARED, FUTURE OPTIONS VIEWED

Israel's War in 
Lebanon Forces Russia to Send its Most Modern Fighters to Syria."] 


[Text] Military analysis of the Israeli invasion of Lebanon yeilds certain 
examples and lessons and a few surprises. The most outstanding concerns the 
blow to the Syrian airforce. Syria utilized Mig-21 and Mig-23 fighters against 
Israeli (American made) F-15's and F-16's realizing that it would sustain heavy 
losses. Analysts in Washington hypothesize that the Syrian airforce had two 
goals: The first was to show a certain amount of resistance to Israeli aggres- 
sions in the Biqa' Valley, with the understanding that the pilots of most of the 
downed planes would be able to land safely with parachutes and those who would 
not be able to land on friendly territory could be exchanged with Israeli 
prisoners, at a later time, as prisoners of war. The second was to force the 
USSR to qualitatively improve the Syrian airforce by replacing the downed planes 
with Mig-27's, the most modern Soviet fighters. This is exactly what Moscow has 
done, dispite the fact that the Mig-27 has not yet been given to the countries 
of the Warsaw Pact due to fears of Western technical espionage against the 
plane, especially the control mechanism, the firing control mechanism and equip- 
ment resistant to electronic countermeasures. 


There is no doubt that the American F-15, which Israel possesses, is far super- 
ior to the Mig-21 and Mig-23. Likewise, the F-16 is superior to the Mig-21 and 
Mig-23, especially in terms of the highly advanced Israeli electronic counter- 
theaSures and the proficiency of Israeli pilots. However, the Mig-23 is superior 


to the F-1 Phantom and t! “e~ —arsion of it, which are used for ground 
attacks. The single Isr. | . plane which has been downed up to now was an 
A-4 Skyhawk which was hit ‘*' a SA-6 Strella missile fired by a member of the 


Palestinian resistance from atop his shoulders. Israel lost two helicopters in 
the same fashion, one Copra and one 212 Ranger. 


During its air battles Israel made use of the American electronic surveillance 
plane, the E-2C Hawkeye, which signifies the necessity for other Arab forces to 
acquire similar planes. However, large radar planes like AWACS or its Soviet 
counterpart would never be needed for this type of military operation in view 

of the narrowness of Lebanese airspace. But the presence of a Soviet or Western 
version of the Hawkeye in the hands of the Syrians would have made a great 
difference. Because training in the use of these planes normally takes about 

3 months and the professional operation of them takes longer, the only alterna- 
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tive for the Syrians would have been to try to convince the USSR to provide a 
plane of this type with its crew of Soviet pilots who would fly it themselves 
inside Syrian airspace. Moscow previously provided such a service to Iraq to 
help it quell the Kurdish insurrection, where the need for such an advanced 
system was not great. 


War Inside Israel Itself 


The small E-2C radar planes enabled Israel to follow the Syrian planes from the 
moment they took off which robbed them of any opportunity in battle. This is 
according to Pentagon (U.S. Department of Defense) sources who systematically 
observe Israeli activities on the armed forces level, especially anything 
linked to the use of American weapons. 


Land engagements with the Syrians were limited so Soviet armored weapons were 
not really tested agzinst their American counterparts. However, Syria, as the 
progress of the battles clearly indicated, was not able to protect its SA-6 
surface to air missile batteries either with its conventional antiaircraft 
artillery or with electronic jamming. 


On the other hand, the Palestinian resistance announced that the downing of 

the three Israeli aircraft was accomplished with Strella missiles which are 
carried on the shoulders. These light, short-range weapons, whether European, 
American, Soviet or of the British "Blowpipe" type, which were used in the 
Falkland Islands war, are expected to play a prominent role in certain specific 
aspects of modern warfare, particularly as they have become very accurate 
against low altitude aircraft. 


Israel protects the majority of its planes from surface missiles by using heat 
balloons with the capability of deceiving or jamming missiles which seek a 
source of heat. If the Arab armies, for example, should ever decide to repel 
an Israeli attack by raiding Israeli military targets or large cities, then 
they must make use of similar systems in addition to metal foil (to jam radar) 
and advanced electronic countermeasures currently available in the USSR and the 
West. 


If Syria had decided to launch a real war against Israel in Lebanon, observers 
believe that Syria would have carried the war into Israeli territory itself 
rather than being content with defending the Lebanese Biqa' Valley. But, of 
course, this would have pushed Israel to raid Damascus itself. A plane such 

as the Mig-27, with its capability of flying across the Biqa’ Valley underneath 
the detection of radar so that it could arrive within a few minutes in northern 
Israel, would mean an end to the terrible Nazi tactics which Israel has used 
against cities such as Tyre, Sidon and Beirut. The vulnerability of ships on 
the high seas to attacks carried out by devoted pilots armed with air-to-surface 
missiles was proven clearly and unequivocally in the air war conducted by the 
Argentinians in the Falklands war. However, penetrating Israeli coastal 
aefenses from the strip of sea along the coast would not be as easy a matter 

as sinking the British frigate Sheffield, for example, in view of the radar 
cover and the counter support troops which the Israeli navy can obtain from the 
nearby land. This was not the case for the British fleet in the South Atlantic. 
The Israeli coastal radar system which has been developed by both South Africa 
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and Israel uses a very low angle so that its range is over 250 miles. However, 
it is possible for Arab planes during calm weather conditions to arrive within 
Israeli territorial waters without detection and then hit coastal targets by 
flying “at wave altitude" and scoring painful blows at a distance of 30 miles 
from the target (as was achieved with the Exocet missile which sank the frigate 
Sheffield and was fired from a distance of 26 miles). 


An Operation of Mass Killing 


The Israeli massacre in Lebanon also demonstrates the weakness which usually 
plagues defense systems when they do not work in coordination with each other. 
It is, therefore, clear that there are shortcomings in coordination between the 
various Syrian units in Lebanon. The Palestinians were fighting as brave horse- 
men, each one defending a specific piece of ground without finding out what was 
happening in the other areas. Lebanon (considering the absence of a strong 
Lebanese Government), the Palestinian resistance movement and Syria lack a 
coordinated defense plan and sufficient forces to carry out such a plan. 


A retired American general told us that "Although we do not criticize the 
Israeli forces for being professional in the full sense of the word or its re- 
serve forces for being better than the reserve forces of a number of European 
countries, nonetheless, Israel cannot be very proud of what it has achieved 

with its military operations in Lebanon. The entire operation was tantamount 

to an operation of mass killing characterized by brutality and lack of mercy. 
This force did not meet any real resistance except, perhaps, the unusual bravery 
demonstrated by the men of the Palestinian resistance. The entire operation 
reminds us of Hitler when he invaded Yugoslavia. 


Because of the hesitation of most of the countries of the Middle East to become 
involved in acquiring Soviet military aid, and because of the lack of desire on 
the part of the United States to supply these countries with sufficient amounts 
of weapons to stand and confront Israel, most observers think that the Arabs 
will seek weapons from European countries which share their desires to force 
Israel to accept a solution to the Palestinian problem. "Perhaps this is the 
appropriate moment for France to undertake an initiative in the Middle East." 
So a Pentagon anaiyst told me. He continued, "It appears that French President 
Mitterrand is less sympathetic with the Arab world than his predecessor Valery 
Giscard d*Estaing. Yet it is unlikely that the French Government will take a 
stand with Israel, or any other country, if this were to mean an end to weapons 
sales, whose estimated value is several billion dollars. In the past France has 
had a record of selling to both sides." 


The key to the quick war, which Israel is using by carrying out fast attacks 
which destroy the enemy's morale and which quickly imposes a new reality, lies 
basically in the development of firing control systems and countermeasures. 
Israel has also used pilotless drones which are guided from a great distance 
and now such planes have entered into actual service in the Egyptian airforce. 


However, quantity is also as important as quality, as was shown during the 
Iran-Iraq war when thousands of lightly armed soldiers were invading Iraqi 
positions which were better arm2d, or as demonstrated when hordes of ants will 
usually put out a burning fire by sacrificine great numbers to ensure success. 
This principle can even be applied to aerial combat. 
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A Mig-21's challenge to an F-15 is a desperate affair. However, it is possible 
for two Mig-21's, for example, to down an F-15 eve. ‘f it leads to the downing 
of one of the Mig-21's. 


From the point of view of cost, the price of two Mig-21's, or even Mig-23's, 
is less than the price of one F-15, or even the price of one F-16. Therefore, 
the Arab response in the air must be to try to expand the number of aerial 
weapons and to acquire numerous fighter squadrons, for example, so that combat 
need not be entered in the conventional manner, that is, by sending a pair of 
planes on each sortie, but rather, by sending a full diamond formation made up 
of four planes. 


Finally, there is a mental factor. Israeli public opinion is more sensitive 
toward the loss of human life than Arab public opinion and Arab forces are 

made up, for the most part, of regular, professional soldiers and not reserves. 
They are capable of sustaining heavy losses. From this basis, Pentagon analysts 
believe that any successful operation against Israel must be aimed at forcing 
Israel to pay 4 very heavy price in equipment and human life by following 
attrition warfare tactics as Egypt did in the late sixties, or by bombing 
populated areas such as Israel has done in Lebanon.

COUNCIL OF MINISTERS REVIEWS UNIVERSITY, GENERAL ECONOMIC SITUATION 
Tunis LA PRESSE DE TUNISIE in French 9 Jul 82 p 1 


[Text] The Council of Ministers held its weekly meeting at Government Palace 
in the Casbah yesterday morning, Thursday, 8 July 1982, with Prime Minister 
Mohamed Mzali presiding. 


Following the discussion, Minister of Information Tahar Belkhodja made the 
following statement: 


"The minister of national economy delivered a report on the general economic 
situation in the course of the first 6 months of 1982. The council discussed 
the situation prevailing in a large number of economic sectors. This study 
will be continued during the coming meetings. 


The council then examined the question of enrollments by students in the first 
higher educational cycle as provided by the decree dated 30 October 1973. It 
noted, among other things, that there are many higher educational institutions 
which have not fully implemented all of the provisions of this decree. Simi- 
larly, it is noted that a number of internal regulations and special texts 
have substantially limited its effects. With a view to standardizing the sys- 
tem of enrollment in the first higher educational cycle and ensuring that all 
students benefit from the same provisions, the council decided that: 


1. For all faculties, enrollment in the first cycle will be for 2 years in 
the first year, and for 2 years in the second year. 


2. For all schools and institutes, students will have the right to repeat 
the first cycle. 


3. These provisions will be applicable to all higher educational institutions, 
whatever the sponsoring department. 


In addition, the council reviewed the conclusions reached by the interminister- 
ial committee entrusted with studying the general university situation. On 

the recommendation of the faculty deans, it approved a complex of measures 
which will go into effect as of the coming year. These measures are designed 
to ensure that studies proceed under normal conditions within the university 
establishment. 
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The council then undertook an examination of two draft laws: 


The first would ratify the loan agreement signed at Abidjan on 14 January 1982 
by the Republic of Tunisia and the African Development Bank (ADB) pertaining 
to the Sousse hospital-university center proposal. Under the terms of this 
agreement, the ADB will grant Tunisia a loan in the amount of 5.2 million 
dinars as its contribution to the financing of the installed equipment at the 
Sousse hospital-university center, which will provide 672 beds distributed 
among various medical specialties. 


The second draft law would ratify the technical and scientific cooperation 
agreement signed on 15 April 1982 by the government of the Republic of Tunisia 
and the World Potato Center. This agreement, which is designed to strengthen 
cooperation with this center, which has its headquarters in Lima, Peru, would 
develop potato growing in Tunisia. 


Tunisia will be provided with certain equipment, technology and scientific 
publications, and a plan will be drafted with a view to training Tunisian tech- 
nicians in the realms of potato research and production. 


The council approved these two draft laws, which will be submitted to the Chanm- 
ber of Deputies.

RURAL DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS IN SILIANA PLANNED 
Tunis LA PRESSE DE TUNISIE in French 9 Jul 82 p 7

[Text] Combating Erosion 


A number of projects are being carried out in the governorate of Siliana for 

the purpose of developing agriculture. Special attention has been devoted to 
this sector with a view to improving yields. For example, we might mention 
among these projects that sponsored by the International Fund for Agricultural 
Development (FAD) in the districts of Siliana, Gaafour and Bargou. The purpose 
of this project is to combat erosion, to develop pasturelands and to increase 
land profitability in the zones of Djebel Chahad, Djebel Mansour and Kef Echaieb, 
in the Siliana, Gaafour and Bargou districts. Financing for this project totals 
338,000 dinars, of which 156,000 will be spent on the various installations 
necessary to combat erosion, while 18,000 dinars will be spent to improve pas- 
tureland. 


Solar Energy 


In Hammam Bayadha, a small rural settlement in the El Krib district, a major 
project is being carried out. It involves a small electric power plant which 
will utilize solar energy. The project is almost in its final phase. Once 
completed, it will be able to supply a population of about 2,000 with electric- 
al energy. The Tunisian Gas and Electric Company chose this site after a ser- 
ious socioeconomic study based on the profitability of the project and its 
usefulness to the inhabitants, who fall within the socially neglected category. 


Milk Collection Center 


The region is seeing a certain development in cattle raising. The increase 

in the price of milk has encouraged a large number of persons to engage in 

this activity. Also, to facilitate the marketing of production, the Lakhmass 
Office has just begun construction work on a milk collection center in El Krib. 
We hope that other centers in other locations in the region will follow. 
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Regional Social Development Fund 


Officials in the government have made a number of appeals to the public col- 
lectives in the various enterprises to participate actively in cultural de- 
velopment. The legislation itself has provided various forms of incentive 

to enterprises to participate financially in cultural development. Unfor- 
tunately, few enterprises have responded favorably in implementing. Some are 
even trying to make profitable use of this category in their budgets as a loop- 
hole for dealing with necessary but unexpected expenditures such as receptions, 
banquets, etc. 


A meeting was held at the headquarters of the governorate in Siliana recently 
on the initiative of the governor. It was attended by officials of various 
enterprises in the region. After an information session, a regional fund for 
cultural and social development was established. 


The enterprises represented decided to contribute to it in the amount of 40,000 
dinars. This is an undertaking which merits widespread imitation.

U.S. POLICY ON PALESTINE CRITICIZED

[Text] The victim is requested to reward the killer. The PLO is being asked 
to recognize Israel. Only then will the United States enter into direct 
negotiations with the PLO. 


This is the essence of U.S. President Ronald Reagan's statement during his 
press conference yesterday morning. The least that can be said of this state- 
ment, whether by enemies of the United States or its friends, is that it is 
not fair and that it contradicts any sense of justice. 


We, here, don't treat the United States on the basis of ignorance of its in- 
terests in the region or with the consideration that its conduct might 
jeopardize these interests. This would be immature and incorrect logic. We 
deal with the United States on two bases. 


The first is that it is the greatest power in the world, perhaps even being ‘the 
greatest power in the history of mankind. 


The second is that this power has definite commitments and responsibilities by 
virtue of its permanent membership in the Security Council, which is considered 
the international means of protecting the world's peace and security. Thus, in 
view of these two bases, any U.S. stand that contradicts truth and evades 
justice represents a threat to peace and security in the world. 


The face of the United States will be burned by the flames of this threat and 
blackened by its smoke. Being a superpower does not mean the United States 
cannot be harmed or even defeated. It has been defeated more than once since 
the time of Pearl Harbor and the escape of the U.S. ambassador from Saigon 
when he fled from the rooftop of his embassy. 


We don't want to discuss in detail--at least not at the moment-—-the fact that 
the policy of the United States, the greatest power in our time, on the 
Palestinian questions has from the very beginning and until today been a series 
of mistakes and violations of the simplest bases of justice and fairness. Even 
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during certain times when the United States rarely realized that, it has al- 
ways reverted and receded. 


This happened with President Truman, who one day tried to relinquish his sup- 
port for the resolution dividing Palestine. However, he soon returned to his 
inaccurate bases. The pressure he exerted inside the United Nations in order 
to guarantee a majority for the proposal was a shameful era in UN history. 


One day President Jimmy Carter too spoke about the Palestinian people's right 
to have a national home. The following day he retreated in a manner unbe- 
fitting a president of the United States. In spite of all this, the era of 
President Reagan comes first in terms of commitment to what Israel wants and 
in defending it, whether wrong or wronged. His press conference yesterday 
was clear evidence of this. We have nothing to say except: How long will 
this continue? In fact this question is meant for the United States, the 
White House or rather, the master of the White House. Initially and eventu- 
ally, it is a question that is put forward. When we ourselves find the cor- 
rect answer, we shall be able to guarantee the commitment of the United States, 
the White House and the master of the White House to the bases of justice to- 
ward Palestine and the Palestinian people.

SAUDI JOURNAL REPORTS ON DEVELOPMENT PLANNING

Text] The Yemen Arab Republic, both the most unstable and the most picture- 
sque of the world's 30 lesser developed nations, is making considerable head- 
way in the field of development and modernization, according to the SAUDI 
GAZETTE. 


Over 50 Arab regional and international organisations and representatives of 

34 countries met recently in San‘a’, the capital city, to review Yemen's second 
five-year plan. The plan includes investments of some 6.5 billion dollars, 
plus three billion in foreign aid to be implemented between 1982 and 1986. 


Under the first development plan, over half the outside help came from tie 
Arab world, led by Saudi Arabia, UN agencies and the World Bank made sub- 
stantial financial and technical contributions; Russia and Japanese construc- 
ting cement plants; Britain is providing veterinary service, and Holland, West 
Germany and China are helping to promote rural development and agriculture. 


The current five-year plan aims to achieve an overall real growth rate of 
seven percent a year, compared to the 5.9 percent average realised during the 
former plan. From its own resources, consisting mainly of customs revenues 
and the remittances of around 1.2 million Yemenis working abroad, the Yemen 
Arab Republic can provide only about three billiondollars of the required 6.5 
billion dollar investment. The Central Planning Organisation, COP, is relying 
on foreign loans to cover the remainder. 


Tn the west, the World Bank is to provide for new oil exploration both onshore 
and offshore, and concessions relinquished by Shell are to be redivided and 
offered to other oil companies. AGIP's [expansion unknown] strike off the 
Aden Coast is generally regarded as encouraging. 


Oil exploration is being stepped up as part of the second development plan, as 
at present the republic has to import all its energy requirements in the form 
of refined oil products costing 350 million dollars per year. Geosource of 
Britain is currently carrying out surveys in the Wadi Jawf, and Hunt Oil 
Corporation of the U.S. has a production sharing agreement for any oil found 
tm commercial quantities. ‘Ali al-Bahr, minister in charge of oil and mineral 
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resources, stated that the oil trade has been controlled in cooperation with 
the Saudis, and 60 to 70 percent now comes in through regular channels. 


The drawbacks to development, in a country with few resources and population 
growth of 3.4 percent, are formidable. Statistics on the resident popula- 
tion vary from seven to 8.5 million. More than 85 percent are illiterate, 
remote village settlements, comprising a handful of houses each, many of which 
are located on mountain escarpments several days’ walk from the nearest signs 
of civilization. In a country covering 195,000 square kilometers, there is 
only one kilometer of surfaced road for ever 95 square kilometers. Women 
frequently spend half a day fetching one bucket of water, although strangely 
enough a diesel generator may be used to power that most important of items, 
the television set. 


Even in such daunting circumstances, considerable progress has been made. Many 
longterm projects have been initiated whose benefits will only be felt gradu- 
ally, and a growth rate of nearly six percent is an achievement. 


Progress in basic infrastructure, such as education and health, is gradually 
taking place. In the health sector the ratio of people to hospital beds has 


improved from 1:2, 107 to 1:1, 725, and that of doctors to patients from 
1:17, 709 to 1:8, 640.
